How Judicious Use of Public Warehouses 


EKconomizes on Cartage Costs 


By H. A. 


r NHE public warehouse is one link in the long 
progress of goods from source to consumer. 
The entire operation of preparing goods for 
market, getting them to market and from market 
into the hands of the ultimate user, has come to be 
known as “distribution,” and against “distribution”’ 
has been blamed much of the cost of goods. Another 
common word to cover the same costs is that of “‘mid- 
dleman,” a term which, popularly, blames everything 
to some rather vague individual. 
To eliminate the wastes of distribution has become 
a leading economic theme in this country. Distribu- 
tion itself is composed of many elements—transpor- 
tation, jobbing and retailing, advertising and financ- 
ing, each with its overhead for rent and wages, taxes 
and profits. Inseparably linked with the transporta- 
tion of goods is the warehousing of them, and when it 
comes to elimination of waste the public commercial 
warehouse falls into a class almost by itself. 


HARING 


For of the warehouse it may be stated that nearly 
all its functions are in the direction of saving costs. 

Into the warehouse are gathered the surplus food- 
stuffs of harvest, there to be housed until needed. 
Were it not for warehouses, particularly cold stor- 
ages, much food would be utterly wasted. 

Into the warehouse, too, trickle all other wares for 
which demand is not immediate—either such as hap- 
pen to be a surplus on the market or such as are 
deliberately fabricated ahead of their “‘season of de- 
mand.” Such a concern as the Dennison Mfg. Co., as 
one of dozens of examples, makes a wide line of paper 
novelties for Christmas, New Year’s, Washington’s 
Birthday, St. Patrick’s Day, Easter and seven other 
holidays. The only method by which these can be 
placed on sale at the appropriate time is to manufac- 
ture them months in advance of that time and accu- 
mulate them as spot stocks at strategic points in 
readiness for quick delivery to dealers. 
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The demand for radios is largely a winter demand, 
beginning feebly in October with the first cool eve- 
nings and reaching its climax in February. Yet the 
factories can earn profits only by continuous opera- 
tion. They therefore schedule their work on a 
twelve-months’ program, with warehousing as the 
safety valve for over-production. 

Not to cite other examples, the method is familiar, 
but it is repeated here merely for the reason that the 
economic services of the warehouse are ofttimes 
overlooked. They are, however, services always on 
the side of promoting economy—less costs to market 
goods, or eliminating waste that otherwise would 


ment in distribution whose influence is to lessen costs. 
With the single exception of cold storage, no charge 
is ever laid against the warehouse that it adds to 
costs, and with the cold storage such accusation arises 
only when its proper functions are perverted by 
manipulation, usually more imaginary than real. 

Public warehousing the goods tends to lessen the 
cost of distribution. Within the warehousing proc- 
esses, however, lie a few further ways to reduce costs. 
It is found, in practice, that even warehousing costs 
may be lowered through judicious selection and 
through knowledge of what may be termed “the 
rules of the game.”’

The warehousing of goods, accordingly, is one ele- 


ARTAGE, in the warehouseman’s 

mind, is an unavoidable part of 
the business. Not all public ware- 
houses do trucking, but few and 
scarce are the warehouses. in 
America without some close work- 
ing arrangement for trucking. They 
may refuse to combine trucking with 
warehousing and yet the “street 
movement” is so necessary that all 
must offer patrons this service. A 
very few cold storages, as listed in 
the 1925 Warehouse Directory, did 
not report trucking facilities, such 
conveniences apparently not being 
required, as with egg and butter 
storages, where each patron is sure 
to own trucks. Of all the ware- 
houses listed in that Directory, how- 
ever, not 1 per cent failed to an- 
nounce that trucking is available— 
whether operated by the warehouse- 
man or by some truckman with whom 
he works closely does not alter the 
situation. 

Important as trucking looms in the 
warehouseman’s horizon, it does not 
always occur to the mind-of the pa- 
tron. Warehousemen may not appre- 
ciate the truth of this statement, as, 
also, it sounds overdrawn to expe- 
rienced warehouse patrons. 

A Cincinnati maker of radio sets, 
in the summer of 1924 was persuaded 
to consign two carloads of his prod- 
uct to a New York City warehouse 
in anticipation of autumn trade. It 
was his first warehousing experience, 
the rapid growth of his business 
having absorbed all he could turn 
out on an f.o.b. factory basis. When 
he received the first invoice from the 
New York warehouseman he ex- 
ploded with: “Thunderation! The 
trucking cost more than the freight.” 

This surprise has brought more

than one manufacturer to “atten- 
tion!”’ largely because the necessary 
trucking had often been “left out of 
the picture” in the estimate of costs. 

Trucking is, always, an expensive 
process in such cities as New York, 
examples being easy to unearth. An 
importer of olives and olive oils is 
authority for saying that it costs 
more to get his casks from wharf to 
his New York stockrooms than the 
ocean freight from the Mediterra- 
nean to New York. A newspaper 
publisher avers that his print paper 


One angle for thus lessening costs lies in the cart- 


is transported from the Canadian 
mill to New York for less per roll 
than he can move it from terminal 
to his pressroom. 

It is, nevertheless, in many cases 
possible to reduce cartage costs. The 
warehouse patron who _ overlooks 
such opportunities is needlessly bur- 
dening himself with an item of ex- 
pense which he is not able to pass 
on to the customer. With this state- 
ment all will agree, although it may 
be somewhat of a shock to readers 
to be told that numberless contacts 
with warehouse patrons have shown 
that they do not understand what 
they are missing. Many of them, 
for one reason, operate from head 
offices in the large cities. They see 
endless lines of trucks each day 
stalling their way over the streets, 
and, naturally, conclude that the 
same condition obtains everywhere, 
knowing not that all cities are not 
so unfavorably supplied with rail- 
road sidings as New York or San 
Francisco, or certain sections of 
Cleveland. 

A New York real estate agency 
somewhat over a year ago adver- 
tised in the morning papers that they 
had just saved one patron $15,000 a 
year in rentals for his stock ware- 
house. Never in all their experience 
had any advertisement brought 
forth such a volume of replies, and 
yet all they had done was to apply 
their knowledge of railroad tariffs 
and find for the patron a warehouse 
location such that the bulk of his 
freight, in and out, would benefit by 
the “switching absorption” clause of 
the thrdugh rate. The customer, 
who had paid freight all his life and 
paid trucking bills, too, had not seen 
for himself what a keen-minded out- 
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sider had charged him a fat fee for 
doing. 

One of the most enthusiastic 
warehouse patrons I ever met is a 
manufacturer in a Chicago suburb 
who says, “Count me as a booster 
for warehouses,” and whose “boost- 
ing,” as he calls it, had a pocket- 
book origin. 

It was the identical story. A ware- 
houseman, in soliciting his patronage 
for a city in up-State New York, 
had opened up the cartage question 
and had laid down a simple rule for 
selecting warehouse connections with 
an eye to eliminating much cartage. 
The saving, in this instance, was 
rather large, some $16,000 a year, 
but its size was not the only thing 
that won approval. The saving rep- 
resented a clean elimination of 
waste. 

It would be, at the same time, an 
error to conclude that all cartage 
can be avoided. Equally erroneous 
would be the assumption that the 
railroads can be forced to deliver, or 
that all cities offer like possibilities. 
The fact that such savings of cart- 
age are in many localities quite im- 
possible beclouds the whole matter of 
cartage. This uncertainty adds to 
the confusion of warehouse patrons 
not a little. 


“Free Switching” 


At many points—though not all— 
a free interchange of freight cars 
is in effect among the railroads for 
switching to private sidings. This 
is colloquially known as “free 
switching.” Where this is in vogue 
carload consignments arriving by 
any route will be placed alongside 
the warehouse for unloading. By a 
modification of the free switching at 
other points one carrier will ‘“ab- 
sorb” what is charged by another 
for switching the car, provided the 
net freight revenue is of certain 
size. So far as the shipper is con- 
cerned, this also is free switching, 
because he is relieved of the pay- 
ment. 

In addition to this switching of 
carload freight, the railroads offer a 
“trap car” or “ferry car” or similar 
service, not everywhere, by any 
means, but at many points. Wher- 
ever this is in operation the ware- 
houseman is able to load into a car 
in outbound shipment an assortment 
of less than carload lots, all of which 
are destined to move via a single 


railroad. This car is by the rail- 
road moved to its freight depot and 
the lots are unloaded and distributed 
for the usual freight movement to 
destination. By utilization of this 
permission the “ferry car” becomes 
substitute for the truck in carrying 
the outbound shipments from ware- 
house to freight depot. 

These principles are to warehouse- 
men well known. They are known 
also to manufacturers who possess 
traffic information, and yet, strange 
as it may seem, business concerns in 
large numbers do not understand. 
Those in particular who are only be- 
ginning to use warehouse space and 
whose previous business has been 
confined to their own locality often 
have not the least comprehension of 
what is possible.

R the shipper who uses pub- 
- lic warehouses, cartage savings 
may be secured in two ways, Mr.

1. “Those cities may be selected 
—and those warehouses within the 
cities—where free inter-change of 
freight for less than carload move- 
ment permits escape from carting 
the goods through the streets. 

2. “Goods in distant warehouses 
should be so routed for outward 
movement as to take advantage of 
warehouse location.” 








and correspondence, often in their 
advertising, announce that cartage 
of outbound shipments may be saved. 
They proclaim the savings by such 
announcements as “No cartage for 
shipments, regardless of size, over 
any railroad’; or “Trucking is 
avoided for reshipments via any 
railroad at ——”; or “Goods en- 
trusted to us will be shipped over 
any railroad without charge for cart- 
age, and without charge for handling 
if routed via —— RR.,” and the like. 

The last quoted announcement re- 
veals the extreme of possible sav- 
ings: that where the warehouse is 
so closely associated with the rail- 
road company that handling into and 
out from the warehouse is covered 
under the obligation of the railroad 
to load and unload less-than-carload 
shipments. 


Let none misunderstand. To save 
in cartage varies as among cities. 
Some points have no free switching 
in railroad interchange. Cartage 
may be eliminated, and the corre- 
sponding costs avoided, only where 
free inter-switching prevails. 

Nor should patrons take chances 
or jump at conelusions. Either 
tariffs must be consulted to ferret 
out the facts or local authorities 
must be asked as to conditions. Any 
freight agent or any warehouseman 
at the particular city will know the 
conditions, but the warehouse pa- 
tron, as a rule, knows only what he 
is told. According to his experience 
at the city of factory location he is 
apt to expect everything or to expect 
nothing. 

In a general way the warehouse- 
man or freight forwarder knows so 
intimately the conditions of his own 
city that he neglects to present the 
case tellingly to distant patrons. 
These patrons, accordingly, are sur- 
prised when the truth breaks upon 
them. 

Warehousemen compete for pool 
car distribution, and to judge by 
their seeking the business they are 
obsessed with the idea. 


“Built to Rent’’ 


It is a question, however, whether 
pool car distributing is profitable 
for the warehouseman. It serves to 
keep his men busy and to hold to- 
gether an organization for other 
business, and it is apparent that pool 
car distribution may be accomplished 
without intervention of a warehouse 
at all—as is seen in the case of 
the freight forwarders and some 
trucking concerns without warehouse 
space. For the warehouseman him- 
self profit arises from rental of 
warehouse space. 

Everything other than such space 
rental is incidental to warehousing. 
Much the same probably is true of 
trucking itself, which warehouses 
have been compelled to assume. It 
may or it may not repay for the 
effort. It is not the first considera- 
tion of the warehouse—which is built 
to rent. 

The warehouseman, therefore, wel- 
comes the saving of cartage where 
it may be avoided. Like the insur- 
ing of the goods for account of the 
owner, the financing of owner’s 
paper, and many other services, 
cartage is secondary to space rental. 
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It has come to the warehouseman as 
a means to the greater end. His 
principal investment is in the build- 
ing, not in the trucks. 

No general rule can be given for 
the patron. For each city, however, 
where it is proposed to warehouse 
spot stocks, inquiry ought to be made 
as to handling outbound less than 
carload shipments. 

In some cities, of which Chicago 
is a notable example, the larger 
warehouses offer ferry car handling 
of all outbound less than carload 
shipments. Their volume of business 
is each day so large that they are 
assured of having a minimum load- 
ing for each of the freight terminals. 
Somewhat the same condition exists 
at Minnesota Transfer and _ at 
Omaha. Scores of warehousing com- 
panies at other cities are in position 
to offer similar guarantees. 

Probably no warehouseman stands 
in so favorable position in this re- 
spect. as those whose connection is 
close with the railroads, such as the 
railroad-owned warehouses. These 
are usually located adjacent to the 
freight station—so closely that a 
hand-truck or some form of platform 
motor-truck delivers the outbound 
shipments to the railroad platform 
for much, if not for all, of their ship- 
ments. 

> Doubling Spot Stocks 


It will often be found, further, 
that cartage may be eliminated by 
carrying spot stocks.with two ware- 
housemen of a city. 

This situation arises where it is 
found that railroad movement of 
outbound shipments is restricted be- 
tween the connecting carriers. Where 
free. interchange does not exist, 
sometimes limited interchange does 
obtain. Few cases, moreover, will 
be found where some sort of ferry- 
car service does not exist between 
the warehouse and the freight depot 
of the railroad whose siding serves 
its platform. 

For the warehouse patron there is 
no particular expense connected with 
two warehouse connections. The 
clerical labor of sending orders for 
withdrawal and the record keeping 
of the home office are increased, but 
these do not especially add to costs, 
as they are purely routine in char- 
acter. It will be found that the 
country has few markets of impor- 
tance that cannot be dominated with 
spot stocks so allocated as to avoid 


much of the cartage that now adds 
to costs. 

For quick moving merchandise 
thought must be given to the loss of 
time that runs occasionally with this 
Saving in costs. 

A shipment trucked from ware- 
house to freight station will move at 
once, probably the night of the same 
day. The same shipment delivered 
to the freight station by means of 
the ferry car may move the first 








“HARINGISMS”’ 
ERE are some of the high- 
light thoughts which Mr. 


Haring places before national dis- 
tributors in this article: 

1. “For each city where it is 
proposed to warehouse spot stocks, 
inquiry ought to be made as to 
handling outbound less than car- 
load shipments.”

night from warehouse siding to 
freight station and next night from 
freight station on its outbound jour- 
ney. This does not always happen. 
Yet it often occurs. It, too, is worth 
inquiry. Here, again, one warehouse 
may have advantages over another 
for some outgoing railroads. The 
time saving may become another in- 
centive for using two warehouses in 
a city. 

It is characteristic of tobacco 
warehouses in the South to be lo- 
cated on the principal street of the 
town rather than on the railroad. 
Such location is a hang-over of the 
former days when commercial meth- 
ods were different. When the three 
tobacco growers’ cooperative mar- 
keting associations were formed, in 
1920-1921, the plan contemplated 


the construction or acquisition of 
warehouses throughout the tobacco- 
growing sections. In the first year 
of the new associations warehouses 
were leased and purchased without 
mature consideration, solely with 
the thought of controlling warehouse 
space to house the first year’s co- 
operative crops. 

The cost accounting of the burley 
association (Western Kentucky and 
portions of adjoining States) within 
one year brought to light a wide 
variation in cost of handling the 
crop. Wherever a warehouse was in 
use at a distance from railroad sid- 
ing there loomed the cost of carting 
the hogsheads for outbound loading. 
Labor and other carting costs in the 
country towns are far lower than in 
metropolitan cities, but the fact re- 
mained that the cartage cost was 
enough to be noticeable. The burley 
association has since altered its 
warehouse policy to the extent of 
eliminating warehouses without sid- 
ing connections, and in this policy 
that association has been followed 
by the two which market the crops 
of Virginia and the three States to 
the south thereof. 


Planning Ahead 


The potato warehouses of Maine, 
and to some extent of Michigan, have 
been constructed with little reference 
to railroad facilities—often miles in 
the interior, for the sake of quickly 
getting the crop under cover when 
frost threatens. Potato warehouse 
receipts have never been highly ac- 
ceptable as bank collateral, and for 
a long time they came under the ban 
of the Federal Reserve Board for re- 
discount under the “commodity paper 
clause.” Within a year, however, 
potato warehouses have been grouped 
into two classes—those with railroad 
sidings and those without this fa- 
cility. The latter group is auto- 
matically declassed, also, as eligible 
for Federal Warehouse license. 

The distinction, for potatoes, is 
thoroughly valid. Cartage to rail- 
road may be so costly, and it may be 
so impeded by bad road conditions in 
winter, that favoring high prices 
would have passed before the pota- 
toes could be loaded out, or the mar- 
gin of profit might be cut down by 
the excéssive cost of carting to rail- 
road.

with that for the preceding year. 

In both years the factory output 
was warehoused throughout’ the 
chain-using sections of the country 
in readiness for wintry days, this 
being one of the businesses whose 
volume of demand varies greatly 
with weather conditions. Four more 
warehouses were used in 1924 than 
before, but in addition to these four 
connections exactly twice that num- 
ber of shifts were made. Several 
times one city was given up, in favor 
of another where freight interchange 
was more favorable, and yet in most 
cases the shift was merely selection 
of a warehouse with business enough 
to assure daily ferry car service (or 
warehouses adjoining freight de- 
pots). 

Stocks on Short Notice 


It has been necessary to study each 
locality but once. The facts having 
thus been obtained, a warehousing 
policy has been built up with a de- 
tailed schedule for guidance of the 
shipping department. This schedule 
is of similar nature to that for 
freight routing. It is worked out 
for greatest economy, and each desti- 
nation is then listed with its appro- 
priate warehouse set in the next 
column. A clerk has no excuse to 
fall into error. 

In the warehousing of goods, allo- 
cation of spot stocks must be pri- 
marily with reference to consuming 
markets. Freight rates and rate- 
breaking points are important fac- 
tors. Important also should be the 
possibility of savings in cartage. 
Neither freight nor cartage, how- 
ever, can be sacrificed to the jeop- 
ardy of a market, for, after all is 
said, spot stocks must be deliverable 
on short notice. Regardless of 
costs, the metropolitan market of 


New York must be served, and it is 
possibly fortunate that little domes- 
tic merchandise is warehoused in 
New York territory except for con- 
sumption within that area. 

New York is not a warehousing 
point for reshipment to points be- 
yond in the sense that Chicago is for 
westbound freight. New England’s 
largest maker of brass goods gave 
no thought to cartage costs because 
the street and traffic conditions of 
New York and Boston were so well 
known until a new sales manager 
was installed who hailed from Kan- 
sas City. During the second month 
the sales manager broached to the 
traffic manager the question of 
cartage, somewhat in this fashion: 

“We’re losing to the trucks what 
we save by carload shipping. We 
can cut out all trucking at Balti- 
more by dividing our stocks between 
the A and the B warehouses and 
shipping out of each with regard to 
the routing. 

“If we quit warehousing at . 
Iowa, and go to the C warehouse at 
Des Moines, there’ll be no carting to 
pay; and if we tie up with D at 
Omaha, their house is right where 
they can tap every road.” 





Two Paths to Economy 


Other, similar, changes were made, 
not altogether in a shifting of ware- 
house connections but in construct- 
ing a schedule of what routings 
should go forth from each ware- 
house. In Chicago it was found that 
two warehouses would give them 
first-day shipment over all west and 
south bound railroads except one, 
whereas under the earlier arrange- 
ment fully half their out-of-Chicago 
shipments were two days in getting 
off. 

The cartage savings may be se- 
cured, then, in two ways. Those 


cities may be selected—and those 
warehouses within the cities—where 
free interchange of freight for less 
than carloac movement permits 
escape from carting the goods 
through the streets; secondly, goods 
in distant warehouses should be so 
routed for outbound movement as to 
take advantage of warehouse loca- 
tion. 


Direction a Rate Factor 


If a single warehouse fails to com- 
mand all outgoing shipments at a 
minimum of cost, the spot stocks 
may be broken into two warehousing 
lots. In the latter case, the total of 
the two stocks is always available, 
for if one runs low withdrawals may 
be requisitioned from the other. 
Should this involve cartage, the cost 
is no higher than it would have been 
if one stock had been maintained as 
was done before splitting the stocks. 

A minor traffic consideration to 
be borne in mind is the direction of 
the freight movement. It does not 
always follow that identical rules 
prevail for east bound as for west 
bound movement, south as for north. 
The freight rate quite regularly va- 
ries as between the two directions. 
So, too, do such matter as _ inter- 
change, absorption of switching 
charges, etc. The principal carriers 
issue two series of tariffs for ter- 
minal and delivery conditions, one 
for each of the two directions that 
the railroad runs. 

The shipper should be on guard, 
accordingly, lest he hastily conclude 
that what applies for one direction 
is true also for the opposite one. He 
is, generally, interested only in a sin- 
gle direction, that away from his fac- 
tory. He should make certain that 
his set-up for warehousing and rout- 
ing bases on its appropriate compass 
“bearing.” 


Through Freight Rates Obtainable to British Interior Points 


HIPPERS to Great Britain, who until 
now have been put to great loss of 
time in obtaining through freight rates 
from America to destinations in the in- 
terior of Britain, welcome the announce- 
ment of the opening by the London, 
Scottish and Midland Railways of offices 
in the United States and Canada for the 
immediate dissemination of such infor- 
mation. 
Heretofore shippers have been forced 
to content themselves with rates from 
America to one of the British seaboard 


ports. For the cost of shipping mer- 
chandise to interior destinations cabling 
or writing—with the attendant loss of 
time or money—has been necessary. Now 
they can obtain accurately and immedi- 
ately the cost of delivery direct to cus- 
tomer’s door. 

Closely following the expressed hopes 
of the British Premier, Stanley Baldwin, 
for closer trade relations between the 
two nations, this is looked upon as a 
great step forward in that direction. 

The United States office of the L. S. M. 


has been opened at 1 Broadway, New 
York City. An office in Canada will 
be established in the near future. Both 
will be in charge of-Thomas A. Moffet, 
one of the company’s freight traffic offi- 
cers, who recently arrived from England. 
These offices will be equipped with com- 
plete information as to port dues, trans- 
fer and storage charges and inland 
freight conveyance rates from all of the 
important seaports of Great Britain to

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Arbitration Suggested for Warehousing 
Under the New Federal Statute 


How Law Enacted by Congress Enables Storage Companies to 
Settle Controversies without Resort to Courts |

HE public needs to be informed concerning the func- 
[tions of warehousemen in the business of the day. 

The average citizen thinks that a warehouse is a 
place where food products are stored and allowed to grow 
musty and stale before appearing upon the market. There, 
of course, was a time when neither warehousemen nor 
users of cold storage space had the full knowledge, at 
present available, concerning the best methods, tempera- 
tures and conditions under which food products should be 
stored. But no modern warehouseman is at present unad- 
vised in these respects and only by accident is this branch 
of the business ever permitted to waste otherwise sound 
products. 

Only recently has there been a cessation of the introduc- 
tion and pressing for passage of legislation, both State 
and national, which would seriously restrict the operation 
of warehouses in their relation to food products. 

Neither the average citizen nor legislators have any 
full comprehension of the enormous service performed by 
warehousemen in the general distribution of commodities 
of every kind, character and class. These see and hear 
only of the more personal side of this industry. 

Undoubtedly the functions of warehouses in the distri- 
bution of products of all kinds are rapidly coming to a 
larger use, and will in the next few years be even more 
largely used by distributors as their practices, facilities 
and services come to be better standardized, better known 
and come to be accompanied by that efficiency and service 


which is the undoubted aim of modern warehousemen to 
give. 

In an endeavor to standardize their methods and prac- 
tices in the interest both of the user of their service and 
of the general public, to eliminate waste, delays and dis- 
appointments, the warehousemen of the country have 
made a careful study of their business and have made 
distinct progress in improving the mechanics of their 
business. 

It is not to be expected that the ideal hoped for can be 
instantly accomplished. The laws of our several States 
differ in many respects in defining the duties, liabilities 
and responsibilities of warehousemen. But while these 
laws vary in some particulars in almost every State, there 
are certain fundamental legal principles running through- 
out them that ought to be fairly readily codified to such 
an extent that a substantially uniform contract may be 
made available, fair and just both to the warehouseman 
and to the user of his service. 

An exceedingly important contribution to this legisla- 
tion has just passed the Congress of the United States and 
was on Feb. 12 approved by the President, which law 
is known as “The United States Arbitration Act.” This 
law by its terms becomes effective on and after the first 
day of January, 1926. There is thus plenty of time in 
which its terms and provisions may be studied by those 
interested and the best means and methods worked out 
whereby to carry its provisions into warehousing contracts. 





Common Sense Rule 


"I. HE law is an outgrowth of the belief 
4. which has had much verification in 
the experience of the citizens of many 
States that those common and every- 
day disputes which may arise in the con- 
duct of business between honorable men 
may be more justly and satisfactorily 
settled by arbitration, short, simple, 
speedy and certain, than by the custom- 
ary processes of Court litigation. 

Not only may such disputes be prompt<t- 
ly settled, but they may be settled at 
less expense by those familiar with the 
customs of the trade and the generally 
accepted principles of right business con- 
duct than by the more rigid rules sur- 
rounding Court procedure, where much 
of the time in the trial of cases in Court 
must be devoted to informing the Court 
and jury of the nature of the issue than 
is required to present the issue itself. 


The mentioned law is applicable to 
all transactions or contracts evidenc- 
ing a transaction involving commerce or 
maritime transactions, and applies to 


every transaction involving commerce of 
the refusal to perform the whole or any 
part of a contract relating thereto. 

The Act provides that if such contract 
provides for arbitration, such arbitra- 
tion may be enforced by either party 
thereto, and when so made will be made 
the valid and binding order of the Court 
upon proper presentation thereto, and 
may not be set aside except for corrup- 
tion, fraud or undue means, or which 
may be corrected where there was a 
manifest error of fact. In the conduct 
of such arbitration cases none of these 
conditions are likely to occur. 

The arbitrator will have power to 
send for books and papers and subpoena 
witnesses and in effect such arbitrator 
or arbitrators become arms of the Court, 
with all the powers of specially consti- 
tuted masters to determine the facts and 
report their findings. 

In order to make this law applicable 
to warehouse contracts, such contracts 
must of necessity refer thereto by proper 
clause so as to make it clear that in 
the contemplation of the parties to the 


contract, it is intended that the provi- 
sions of this law shall apply to any dis- 
putes arising thereunder. 

By way of suggestion, but not to be 
regarded as final, the writer submits the 
following as the text of such clause as 
a part of a warehouse contract: 

“The parties hereto agree to settle by 
arbitration in the manner prescribed by 
‘The United States Arbitration Act,’ which 
said Act is hereby made a part of this 
contract, any controversy arising out 
of this contract or in reference to the 
subject matter thereof or the refusal to 
perform the whole or any part thereof. 
The parties hereto agree that an arbi- 
trator or arbitrators shall be named by 
supplemental agreement or in the man- 
ner prescribed by such Act.” 

Such a clause in warehouse contracts 
made on or after the first day of Janu- 
ary, 1926, would, in the writer’s opin- 
ion, fully protect the rights of the par- 
ties and at the same time adequately 
bring to the determination of all disputes 
arising out of such contracts the provi- 
sions of the mentioned law. 
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Provisions of the Statute 


‘| chief provisions, section by sec- 
tion, of this legislation are outlined 
as follows: 

Section 1 defines the general scope of 
the bill and provides that this legislation 
shall cover subjects of controversy em- 
braced within admiralty or commercial 
jurisdiction and be applicable to trade 
among the States, foreign nations, or ter- 
ritories of the United States. 

Section 2 provides that a written pro- 
vision in any contract or maritime trans- 
action, to settle by arbitration, or an 
agreement in writing to submit an ex- 
isting controversy to arbitration, shall 
be valid, irrevocable and enforceable ex- 
cept on grounds already existing in law. 

Section 3 provides that when a contro- 
versy referable to arbitration under a 
written agreement is brought into the 
Courts of the United States, it shall be 
referable to arbitration upon application 


of one of the parties not in default to. 


stay the trial. 

Section 4 provides that upon failure, 
neglect or refusal of one of the parties 
to arbitrate, the other party may peti- 
tion any Court of the United States 
which ordinarily adjudicates the subject 
matter involved. Upon the finding that 
the agreement or failure to comply with 
arbitration is not an issue, the Court 
may order arbitration to proceed in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment. If the making of an agreement, 
or failure, neglect or refusal to perform 
an agreement is considered a Court is- 
sue, the proper Court shall proceed defi- 
nitely to establish that fact, and to or- 
der that the controversy be arbitrated 
if the findings are in favor of the agree- 
ment. 

Section 5 provides for the naming of 
arbitrators. Upon application of either 
party to a contract, the Court may desig-

ir. HE suggestion that warehouse 
contracts contain a clause pro- 
viding for arbitration in event of 
dispute between storage company 
and customer, in accordance with 
the provisions of the United States 
arbitration bill enacted by Con- 
gress and signed by President 
Coolidge, is here made by Mr. Wil- 
liams, who tells something about 
the new Federal Act. 

Shippers and warehousemen who 
attended the Hoover conference at 
which simplified warehousing forms 
were adopted, in Washington last 
September, will recall that Mr. Wil- 
liams addressed the meeting on the 
subject of the warehousing Terms 
and Conditions and suggested that 
some provision for arbitration of 
controversies be incorporated there- 
in. 

At that time the Federal Arbi- 
tration Act had not been passed 
by Congress. President Coolidge 
signed the bill on Feb. 12, and the 
law will become effective on Jan. 
1, next. In substance it makes 
valid, irrevocable and enforcable 
agreements for the arbitration of 
disputes arising out of commercial 
contracts in commerce among the 
States or with foreign nations.

Section 6 provides that applications 
to the Court shall be heard in the man- 
ner provided by law. 

Section 7 contains a provision that ar- 
bitrators may summon witnesses and use 
as evidence books, records or other docu- 
ments which may be deemed material. 
It provides for the fees of witnesses and 
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directs the United States Court of the 
district to compel attendance of wit- 
nesses. 

Section 8 provides that certain Federal 
District Courts shall have jurisdiction, 
notwithstanding the amount involved, 
whenever there appears a diversity of 
citizenship, either between citizens of the 
several States or when one of the parties 
is a foreign citizen, State or subject. 

Section 9 relates to a matter otherwise 
referred to Courts of Admiralty. 

Section 10 provides that arbitration 
awards must be in writing and properly 
entered in accordance with laws govern- 
ing the conveyance of real estate in the 
State or district where the award is 
made. It also provides that the court 
shall confirm an award within one year 
if confirmation is stipulated by agree- 
ment. 

Section 11 provides that either party 
to the arbitration may apply to the 
United States Court to vacate an award 
in certain instances. 

Section 12 provides for correction of 
any award by the United States Court 
in certain instances. 

Section 13 provides what shall con- 
stitute notice of a motion to vacate, 
modify or correct an award. 

Section 14 provides for an appeal of 
an order confirming, modifying, or cor- 
recting an award. 

Section 15 provides that certain docu- 
ments and information shall be submit- 
ted by the party applying for a confirma- 
tion, modification or correction of an 
award, and that judgments properly en- 
tered shall have the same force and be 
subject to the provisions of law relating 
to judgments in litigation. 

Sections 16, 17 and 18 provide that 
appeals may be taken from an order va- 
cating an award or from a judgment en- 
tered upon an award as from an order or 
judgment in action. 


Some Timely Hints on Cleaning Rugs at the Warehouse 


showers bring May flow- 

‘4 ers.” April advertising brings 
May business. Now is the proper time 
for every warehouse company operating 
a rug cleaning department to advertise 
his business. He can send out circu- 
lars, advertise in newspapers, use bun- 
dle inserts, direct mail pieces and, in 
fact, almost all the known means of ad- 
vertising. 

Rug cleaning has heretofore been ac- 
cepted by many housewives as a spring 
and fall rite, to be performed only at 
those times. As a result of this prac- 
tice rug cleaning has in the past been 
a seasonal business. That time has 
gone. Rug cleaning, in most localities, 
is now a year-round business, made so 
by the carpet cleaner. He has used 
advertising and educated the house- 
wives to having their rugs renovated 
often, regardless of seasons. Before a 
party women now see that their rugs 
are renovated, just as they see that their 
linens are freshly laundered, and their 
window drapes are cleaned.

The most important consideration to 
the rug cleaner is to back his adver- 
tising with quality work. He must 
watch the way in which the rugs are 
turned out and their appearance after 
they are cleaned—whether their luster 
has been restored and if that new, soft, 
fluffy look has been given them. These 
results can be accomplished if the correct 
methods are used and intelligent atten- 
tion paid to a few details. 

After the dirt has been loosened by 
the vacuum cleaner, wheel or beater, and 
the rug has been shampooed with the 
scrubbing machine (using good neutral 
soap chips, boiled down to a jelly-like 
body), all stains and spots are dissolved. 
The brush on this machine works the 
soap down into the base of the nap and 
loosens the dirt “cake” and decayed 
substances tracked in and deposited 
there by the shoes. 

All the dirty suds are removed by 
the vacuum cleaner. Then follows the 
next important step, that of rinsing. 
To give a rug a really clean appearance 


it should be thoroughly rinsed. The 
soapy rinse water is removed by the 
vacuum cleaner and the rug is care- 
fully dried, resulting in a_ perfectly 
clean looking and freshly smelling rug 
that feels soft to the touch. 

The drying operation is one where 
many cleaners fall down. Rugs some- 
times have a confined smell, after be- 
ing shut up in a hot, air-tight, dry room 
for twenty-four hours. The drying time 
can be considerably shortened, and the 
rugs brought out “sweeter,” if there is 
a system of “continuous circulation” in 
the dry room, forcing the hot air in 
and drawing the cold damp air out. 

After a rug is removed from the dry 
room, the vacuum tool should be run 
over it again to raise the nap and re- 
store the soft fluffy appearance. 

If these suggestions are followed by 
rug cleaners and appropriate advertis- 
ing is used, rug cleaning will be on a 
still more secure financial basis and 
grow in popularity.

Will Extend Life of a Motor Truck

ACH time a motor truck is taken out of service for 
repair work the investment in the equipment be- 
comes idle for that period, the service is interrupted, 

and an expense is incurred for the actual work to be done. 
Here is one element of motor truck is taken out of service 
for repair work the investment in the equipment becomes 
idle for that period, the service is interrupted, and an 
expense is incurred for the actual work to be done. Here 
is one element of motor truck use that involves more un- 
necessary extravagance than any other part of the truck 
operating plan. The cost and inconvenience caused by 
breakdowns, faulty engines and chassis troubles are vari- 
able items, depending not so much on the vehicles them- 


selves as on the way in which they are operated and 
maintained. 

How do you provide for the upkeep of your motor truck 
fleet? What system do you use? Is it the best for your 
purpose? 

Much can be done toward reducing motor truck ex- 
pense by studying and experimenting with the different 
systems or methods that can be used. One concern, for 
example, in the writer’s recent observation, after experi- 
menting with many maintenance systems for its twenty- 
two trucks, has finally arrived at a plan which has saved 
more than $5,000 in the repair parts account alone over a 
two-year period. 


Cutting Costs 


4 he basis of this particular system is 
that each truck in the fleet is as- 
signed to the repair shop one day each 
month for a complete inspection and to 
have all repairs made. If, after inspec- 
tion, it is found that the repairs required 
will take more than one day, the truck 
is assigned to the repair shop until the 
repairs are completed. The records show, 
however, that the extra time is seldom 
required. 

The following is the routine for the 
inspection and repair of a truck: 

The truck is first given a test run by 
the chief mechanic. This is to locate 
trouble which might show up when the 
vehicle is in motion, but which might 
slip by if the car were merely looked 
over. It is next given a thorough in- 
spection by the chief mechanic. Nota- 
tions are made during this inspection of 
repairs to be made and parts to be re- 
placed. After inspection, the detail 
work, such as carbon cleaning, valve 
grinding, greasing and oiling, tightening 
up of bolts and minor adjustments, is 
assigned to the junior mechanic, while 
the major repairs and adjustments are 
handled by the chief mechanic. 

Under this system it is possible to 
keep a fleet in the very “pink of condi- 
tion” with a minimum of effort and 
expense, and with this monthly inspec- 
tion and close contact with each truck 
the company is able to get the maximum 
wear out of the parts with the minimum 
of breakage before they are replaced.

2. After every 5000 miles of operation 
each truck is sent to the repair shop for 
minor repairs, such as carbon removing, 
valve grinding, change of lubrication in 
the gearset, rear axle, necessary tire 
changes, relining brakes, inspection of 
wheel-bearing adjustments, and inspec- 
tion of general lubrication. 

3. Each truck is completely gone over 
after every 40,000 to 45,000 miles of 
operation. The company uses the unit 
system of overhauling. Besides replac- 


ing the engine, gearset, rear axle and 
steering column with units already over- 
hauled, the chassis is tightened and re- 
inforced wherever there is experienced 
weak conditions. 

4. The tires, paint, unloading equip- 
ment, as well as the mechanical condi- 
tions are constantly under the inspection 
of the maintenance superintendent. 

The majority of trucks in this fleet are 
used on short haul work only. There are 
periods during the year when the trucks 
are not constantly needed. During these 
convenient periods the major repairs 
and painting are attended to. On rush 
days only very urgent repairs are cared 
for. 


Service Truck Good Investment 


NE of the features of another con- 

cern’s truck system is a completely 
equipped service truck. This truck 
represents an investment of approxi- 
mately $5,000. It is in charge of an 
experienced mechanic and it is fully 
equipped with tools, extra parts, etc., so 
that is may handle any road troubles in 
which the company’s trucks may find 
themselves. 

The company has figured out that in 
answering only ten emergency calls from 
its trucks in one year the depreciation 
and interest on the investment will be 
taken care of; that is, it would cost an 
amount covering these items to have 
hired others to do the work. When it is 
considered that during a recent rainy 
period this service truck pulled seven 
trucks out of difficulties in one week, 
the wisdom of purchasing the truck be- 
comes very apparent. 

“Some idea of the equipment we carry 
on our service truck may be gained from 
the fact that we have never taken more 
than fifteen minutes to get any one of 
our trucks under way after we arrived 
on the scene,” said an official of the com- 
pany recently. 
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The mechanic is solely responsible for 
the running condition of the vehicles. 
Drivers are given specific instruction 
that they are to attempt no repairs of 
any kind. When a truck breaks down in 
service the driver telephones for the 
mechanic, and the mechanic leaves im- 
mediately to make the repair. His 
knowledge of each vehicle and his ability 
to detect the symptoms enable him to 
locate and remedy the trouble at once. 
The plan returns a worth-while saving 
in the driver’s time and in the time of 
equipment as well as in the total yearly 
cost of repair work. Furthermore it 
makes far more dependable service to 
the customers, a factor of greatest im- 
portance in any business. 

Some interesting and valuable points 
on the truck repair problem were given 
some time ago from the experience of 
the National Oxygen Co., Chicago, in a 
talk by H. G. Austin of the company be- 
fore the convention of the International 
Retail Association. These points are so 
generally applicable to the warehouse 
owner’s conditions that they are worth 
repeating here. 


Driver Is Mechanic 


ado our business,” said Mr. Austin, 
“we operate a considerable number 
of trucks that are required to do very 
heavy duty constantly. They are sub- 
jected to serious overloading and more 
or less careless handling, which are ele- 
ments that are difficult to analyze cor- 
rectly in considering the cost of upkeep 
in so much as they have to do largely 
with an indifferent human element. 

“We find, for instance, that the gen- 
eral makeup of the driver of the truck 
has perhaps more to do with its condi- 
tion than any other element. As a result 
of this very apparent condition we have 
endeavored to select truck drivers who 
actually possess mechanical skill where 
it is possible to do so. 

“Furthermore we have attempted to 
encourage the driver to make as many of 
his own repairs and corrections as is 
possible by keeping a close record on the 
amount of repair bills actually created 
from outside sources. We have obtained 
very good results by checking up with 
the truck driver frequently on these ele- 
ments and attempting to show him 
where he could have corrected a great 
many of the defects himself rather than 
laying the truck up to have it done by 
outside parties. 

“We have adopted another rule which 
has been a considerable saver of ex- 
pense in requiring that the truck driver, 
each night, when he is through, make 
a very careful examination of his truck 
to see whether his oil was working prop- 
erly and whether all parts requiring 
lubrication were receiving it in proper 
quantities, tightening up any loose parts 
that might be in evidence, and in general 
giving his truck a first class once-over 
each day after he has come in. 

“We find this latter suggestion to be 
productive of perhaps the greatest sav- 
ing in repair bills and also in interrup- 
tion of service. If the driver knows his 
truck is in good condition for use the

next morning he probably saves a great 
many repair bills that would otherwise 
develop by reason of improper inspection 
of the truck. 

“One other element entering into the 
cutting of repair bills is in having the 
same man drive a truck continuously 
rather than having changes in the driver 
on the same truck, as we have found that 
after a driver gets familiar with his 
truck there are a good many things 
about it that he has discovered that 
might be unknown to a strange driver 
and might not be caught in time to pre- 
vent considerable repairs as a result of 
this lack of information.” 


Is Overhaul Necessary? 


TT.HERE seems to be a growing feeling 

among those who superintend the op- 
erations of truck fleets that a mainte- 
nance system should properly eliminate 
or prolong the usual overhaul expense. 
This is well expressed by one operator 
who says: 

“We feel that a weekly or monthly 
inspection is far preferable and less ex- 
pensive than any other system of han- 
dling maintenance. Our opinion is to the 
effect that the necessity for regular and 
complete annual overhaul may be prac- 
tically done away with by having regular 
inspections whereby small defects will 
make their appearance and be quickly 
remedied at little or no expense. Thus 
is eliminated the necessity for buying 
new parts’ where tightening of a bolt or 
something similar may take care of ad- 
justments found necessary.” 

Another operator says: 

“We try to keep our trucks on the 
road at all times, as we have found that 
by tying them up in our garage for a 
complete overhaul our work is delayed 
to such an extent that it is better for us 
to make small repairs from time to time. 

“Our trucks are inspected weekly and 
monthly and in most cases we have 
found all they require to keep them from 
going is to regrind the valves about once 
a year, and a few minor adjustments. 

“Our experience has been, and is at 
the present time, to allow our trucks to 
run as long as possible before we give 
them a thorough overhaul. This does 
not mean that we allow them to go until 
they are complete wrecks before we 
overhaul them, but we have trucks out 
in service longer than two years which 
have not been thoroughly overhauled ex- 
cept for minor repairs made from time 
to time as our superintendent of the 
garage called them in to have this work 
done. 

“We have found in many instances 
that by making a small repair the truck 
will be placed in first-class running 
order for another eight or ten months’ 
service before it requires any attention 
whatever.” 

If a fleet operator is equipped to main- 
tain a rigid periodic inspection system, 
then it will be possible to dispense with 
annual overhauls and their resultant 
loss of time in dismantling and reas- 
sembling the vehicles. 

Advocates of the “stitch-in-time” 
policy claim that the periodic overhaul 
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is unsound in that it is based on an even 
wear of all parts. As there is no uni- 
form depreciation of wearing out of 
these parts, the annual overhaul will not 
produce the economical benefits for 
which it is intended. 


Painting Required Often 


Not the least important feature of 
a truck upkeep policy is the neces- 
sity for keeping the vehicles clean and 
well painted. 


When a truck comes from the factory 
it is well protected with paint and varn- 
ish. This coating eventually begins to 
show signs of wear. Not because the 
materials used are of inferior quality, 
but as a direct result of severe service 
and indifferent care. 

Many concerns have been known to 
specify repainting with relettering at 
regular intervals, according to the 
severity of service. In addition to the 
advantages of better appearance indi- 
dental to proper painting of the vehicles, 
it is true that it is ordinarily cheaper to 
paint than not to paint. 

A protecting coat of paint conserves 
the body, cab and exposed portions of 
the truck. Vehicles are subjected to the 
wear common to all running objects; 
they are exposed to all kinds of weather. 
They become heated, and they are cooled 
by chilling rains or snow; the nature 
of the service they render necessitates 
contact with mud and dust; they come 
in contact with platforms, conveyances, 
fences and the like. Consequently, they 
deteriorate more rapidly than buildings 
on a fixed location, unless they are kept 
in condition by some rust and decay pre- 
ventative such as paint and varnish. 

Every operator who maintains his 
own garage should install a wash rack 
and then see that provision is made so 
that drivers will use it regularly. It 
will be worth while to put aside a defi- 
nite amount of each driver’s time so that 
the trucks will receive a thorough clean- 
ing at regular intervals. By a thorough 
cleaning is not meant merely going over 
the truck body, but getting under the 
truck and washing the parts where dirt, 
if accumulated, is liable to enter places 
where is will cause damage. 3 

There is a double purpose in washing 
a truck—first to keep it neat-appearing 
for the sake of the impression it will 
make on the street; and, second, to pre- 
vent rust and damage through dirt and 
grit entering vital parts. Therefore 
washing to be thorough must include the 
whole truck, taking in the engine and 
parts underneath the truck, as well as 
the body. 

Motor truck owners should impress 
upon their drivers that it pays also to 
keep a truck engine clean. It is a mat- 
ter of experience that clean engines 
work better than dirty ones. 

It is difficult to explain convincingly 
why this is so. It is partly a matter of 
morals, but there are small practical 
reasons, too, which make a clean engine 
worth while. 

In the first place, a clean engine is 
likely to receive better care, as a clean 
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engine demands better care. This is 
a matter of psychology. 

In the second place, a clean engine will 
get more attention because it is more 
pleasant to work around it. 

Third, defects show up much more 
quickly on a clean engine. The stitch 
in time is discovered and made much 
sooner on a clean engine than on a dirty 
one. Grease and dust cover things up. 
On dirty engines serious breakages often 
occur simply because oil and grime hid 
the trouble during its incipient stage. 

Finally, dirt is likely to work itself 
into wearing parts, and obviously the 
less of it there is present, the less there 
will be to cause trouble. It is a good 
plan, therefore, to wipe or wash the 
engine off with a rag moistened in kero- 
sene or gasoline. It is advisable to do 
this work in the open, and the car should 
not be run again until all fumes have 
been dissipated.

COST FINDING 


Lubrication Is Important 


N°? discussion of truck upkeep policies 
would be complete without refer- 
ence to the necessity for systematically 
taking care of lubrication. This factor 
of maintenance has more effect than any 
other on the serviceable life of the 
equipment. 

To emphasize this point, let us briefly 
summarize an argument given in a pre- 
vious article. The following is a table 
which shows the average percentages of 
operating costs covering several hundred 
trucks. While the figures are not to be 
taken as applicable to any case, they 
represent fairly well the division of ex- 
pense incurred in operating a motor 
vehicle under the most general condi- 
tions. The percentages are as follows: 


Gasoline, 23.21 per cent. 
Depreciation, 21.76 per cent. 
Repairs, 17.06 per cent. 
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Tires, 15.16 per cent. 

Garage, 14.31 per cent. 

Interest, taxes insurance, 6.49 per cent. 
Lubrication, 2.01 per cent. 


It is apparent from these figures that, 
in attempting to save on lubrication, the 
builder is picking the very lowest item 
of cost. Even if he could save it all, he 
would be better off by only $2 out of 
every $100 he spends to run his truck. 

The proper use of lubricants will help 
to minimize the expense of depreciation 
and repairs which share a large propor- 
tion of the total. The crank case should 
be drained, cleaned and refilled at regu- 
ar intervals. Oil must be added as re- 
quired to maintain the proper level. The 
transmission will require regular atten- 
tion also and should be drained, cleaned 
and refilled at least once a year. 

There is no reason why a good grade 
of truck, properly maintained and con- 
sistently operated, should not give ten to 
fifteen years of economical service.

Intelligent Rate Regulation* 


Some Thoughts on Departmental, Truck and Space Expenses

RIMARILY, we are all engaged in business for profit. 
Pr.: us to make too large a profit is not always ad- 

visable, if we aspire to build an organization that 
will be a credit to or fill a need in the community in which 
we are doing business, or command the respect of our fel- 
low citizens. If we make too small a profit, or none at all, 
we either cease to expand or cease to exist. 

Naturally we cannot arrive at an intelligent conclusion 
about our profits unless we keep an accurate record of our 
costs. 

It is, of course, important that our cost records be so 
kept that we cannot only arrive at the total results for a 
period of time, but that we may know our costs by de- 


Many of us in the past were satisfied to know that we 
were making a profit on our entire business, where, if cor- 
rect record had been kept, some departments would have 
shown a red ink balance, and perhaps some of us are still 
in the .same boat. 

Distributing the costs where they belong places us in a 
position intelligently to regulate our rates and make in- 
teresting comparison, one month with another, one year 
with another, etc. 

Very often such comparisons bring out excessive costs 
that can be promptly remedied, and in all probability

In the Packing Department 


f i HE expense of our packing depart- 
ment, or the profit derived from it, 
depends largely on two major factors— 
management and buying. I offer a few 
suggestions that are probably not new 
to the most of you, but perhaps will be 
of assistance to someone. 


First: Hire efficient packers. In case

you decide to train men that have had 
no former experience, they should not 
be paid the full wage, and the customer 
should not pay for their full time until 
they become proficient. 

Second: Have a competent foreman in 
charge—one who understands handling 
men and is well versed in the most up- 
to-date methods of packing. 

Third: A packing room should be 
roomy, well lighted and so arranged that 
goods can be handled in and out with 
the least possible carrying or trucking. 


Necessary equipment should be installed 
in convenient locations. An electric saw 
is the most important, but stencil ma- 
chines, fountain marking brushes, strap- 
ping machines, tacking machines, etc., 
help materially to speed up the work. 
A good sized built-in scale makes weigh- 
ing much quicker and easier. A rack 
for different lengths of lumber built near 
the saw has worked out satisfactorily for 
many warehouses. 

Fourth: Much good material can be 
salvaged, especially if you are handling

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How the Several States License, Bond and 


Regulate Public Merchandise Warehouses 


An Analysis of the Varying Character of Present Statutes 


By H. A. Haring 


NY manufacturer who seeks nationwide distribution 
A runs amuck of forty-eight varieties of business con- 
ditions. If the factory is to escape bad losses the 
management must eternally be on the lookout for local 
laws of the States in making its contracts, selling goods 
on consignment, accepting customers’ notes, etc. So com- 
monly do men complain about the difficulties of selling over 
the entire country that sometimes they overlook those 
items of the law where uniformity has come about. 

This was brought to mind during the United States 
Chamber of Commerce conference on distribution at 
Washington in January, when the manager of one of our 
most prominent manufacturing corporations was discuss- 
ing the pro and con of using public warehouses rather 
than its present method of branch warerooms. He said: 

“Another objection I hold against public warehouses is 
that we'll have to fight another lot of forty-eight laws. 
It’ll cost us as much for attorney fees as we’d save by all 
you’ve been telling me.” 

“For once you are wrong,” he was told. “This country 
has a uniform law for warehousemen pretty nearly as good 
as the one for bill-of-lading. The warehouseman’s receipt 
for your goods is the contract between you, and that re- 
ceipt is issued under identical laws in forty-four States. 
Of the four where it’s not uniform, Kentucky’s statute is 
just as good. The Government’s interest in that State’s 
tobacco and whiskey has always influenced the warehouse 
law for Kentucky. Therefore you must be on your guard 
in only three States.” 

The manufacturer then proceeded to talk about ware- 
house license and bonding requirements of the several 
States. It was pointed out that these regulations are the 
affair of the warehouseman, they being the conditions 


under which he does business. “Your company,” it was 
said, “will never enter more than a hundred cities. Every 
point you have in mind has one or more public warehouse- 
men just as sound as the bank where your money in that 
city will be kept, and the local license and bonding should 
concern you no more than the local banking law.” 

It might fittingly have been explained, as it was not at 
the time, that warehousemen have advanced in integrity 
during the past thirty years, not owing to laws but owing 
to themselves. Loose methods and uncertain warehouse 
responsibility have ceased to be profitable. 

Although the warehouse patron need pay no attention 
to local laws for the warehouse, the matter does become 
interesting to those who conduct the warehouses. As in 
numberless other industries, each manager knows the re- 
quirements of his own State, but it is not often that one 
takes the time to examine into the statutes of other Sates. 
In the hope, accordingly, that a passing interest may be 
evinced by knowing what other States are doing in legal 
manner, what is here written has been compiled. 

There is no need to talk to warehousemen about the 
uniform receipt, for they know its contents. That receipt 
now surrounds the storing of goods with exact definition 
of the warehouseman’s responsibilities and liabilities. The 
Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act defines the sort of re- 
ceipt he may issue. It makes criminal the emission of 
certain kinds of receipts, but unfortunately there is seldom 
the machinery provided for carrying the law into effect in 
this particular. If we had machinery of this nature, 
warehousemen would be spared the risk they now run 
every day when they deliver goods on telephone request 
without surrender of the receipt before the goods depart 
over the sill.

partment of Commerce, made in 1903, 
in cooperation with a committee of the 
American Warehousemen’s Association.

“That loose methods do exist in 
warehousing is very apparent to 
anyone familiar with the business.

In 
fact, the warehousing business in 
the United States for the last fifty 
years has been as faulty as the 
old State banking system which 
existed before Secretary Chase 
inaugurated the national banking 
system.

the several States for licens- 
ing and bonding public ware- 
houses, How do the various stat- 
utes differ? 

Mr. Haring answers these ques- 
tions in this article, which is de- 
signed for the information of 
storage executives. 

Here is information which has 
never before been assembled in 
quite this form, and the provisions 
of the various laws are explained 
in detail.

That statement, be it remembered, 
dates back more than twenty years. 
During the intervening period has come 
the uniform warehouse receipts Act, 
which has well served its purpose of 
eliminating many of the “loose methods” 
of the earlier warehouseman. The Act 
fixes upon the warehouseman, without 
escape, the responsibility to store and 
deliver the goods, but that obedience to 
the Act is not always complete is known 
to all of us. This has on several oc- 
casions been brought forcibly to mind. 

In June, 1924, in the Northwest, a 
banker exhibited two receipts from a 
wool warehouse that were lying on his 
desk. He explained that they had been

handed him as collateral for a loan, and 
that he had told the customer to come 
back in an hour for decision. During 
that hour the banker had sent one of 
his men around to the warehouse to look 
over the wool, but only to learn that 
“the two trucks haven’t got here yet.” 
The warehouseman, bluntly speaking, 
had issued his receipts for wool still 
somewhere on the highway from the 
ranch to the warehouse. 

To fix the responsibility firmly on the 
warehouseman, as is done in the uniform 
Act, avails little, of course, unless the 
warehouseman is financially good to the 
extent of his liability. If claims for 
wrongful issue of his receipt are not 
collectible against him, the owner of the 


goods (or the bank that loans against 
them) is loser. 

Everywhere, therefore, when legis- 
lators have tried their hands at making 
laws for the warehouseman their first 
thought has been that he should deposit 
with the State some sort of bond to 
secure the holder of his receipt. It has 
been conceived that he should not be a 
law unto himself any more than banks 
are today permitted to issue notes with- 
out restraint. The lawmakers found, 
too, that existing statutes contained 
nothing to prevent any man setting up 
in business as “a banker of merchan- 
dise,” with little or no capital, in any 
sort of building or from the end-gate 
of a truck, and forthwith to issue his 


paper, all of which possesses certain 
negotiable qualities. 

Such a man, under the guise of being 
a public warehouseman, might enter 
into transactions that had outwardly the 
appearance of correctness but which 
were wholly without regard to the safety 
of the banker who loans on the receipt, 
or, in fact, for the protection of the 
owner of the goods. 

“Any man,” as was stated on the floor 
of the Minnesota Legislature many years 
ago, “is at liberty to establish himself 
in some unrented, perhaps unrentable, 
building as a public warehouseman.” 

There he might remain “until the 
landlord squeezes him out, whereupon 
he returns to trucking or some other 
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legitimate function previously forsaken,” 
quoting the words of a prominent ware- 
houseman before one of the association’s 
meetings. 

Such instances have been altogether 
too frequent. The effect has been to 
retard, even to discourage, general ac- 
ceptance of the warehouse receipt. No 
receipt could pass current beyond the 
immediate vicinity of the warehouse, 
because the radius of its value was the 
extent of the warehouseman’s reputation 
for integrity and financial responsibility. 


In the effort, then, to give protection 
to the receipt-holder, recourse was had 
to the law, and in the law-making the 
theory was set up that the warehouse- 
man who stores personal property for 
hire is a public utility. 

For this conception, some precedent 
was to be found in the laws for grain 
warehousing, which defined the public 
elevator as a public or quasi-public 
utility. These definitions had _ been 
affirmed not only by the highest Courts 
of the States but by the United States 
Supreme Court on four occasions, that 
body having upheld the elevator laws of 
Illinois, New York and North Dakota 
before 1880. 

Illinois and Minnesota led the way for 
personal property legislation in their 
endeavor to regulate every type of ware- 
housing, even that of household goods. 
Only recently has the [Illinois statute 
been so changed that in that State 
“storing of personal property for hire” 
is no longer regarded as constituting a 
public utility. The new statute (1921) 
of that State requires only that the 
merchandise warehouseman be licensed 
and bonded. 

The effort of all States, however, has 
been directed to putting substance be- 
hind the warehouse receipt. Wherever 
law-making has come, it has taken the 
form of some sort of license (usually 
with g bond). Im one way and another 
the bond has proven a disappointment, 
and its high-sounding security has not 
always followed the law. License and 
bond were imposed on the warehouseman 
in hopes that “loose methods” would 
disappear. Carelessness and irresponsi- 
bility, in these twenty years, have been 
winnowed out of the industry but more 
as a result of warehousemen’s own 
efforts than from imposed .regulations. 

At the present time a variety of 
statutes is to be unearthed in the forty- 
eight codes but in actual practice it is 
only in California and Minnesota that 
State control approaches that given to 
public utilities. 

A distinct recession in law-making has 
been noticeable for ten years, particular- 
ly in efforts to control charges and re- 
quire publication of the same. Super- 
vision and inspection authority is still 
to be found on certain statute books but 
without a corresponding service ever 
having been instituted. Only with cold 
storage houses is inspection found en- 
forced, it being, in that case, more in 
the interests of pure food and sanitation 
than as control over the warehousman. 
California does, however, include all 
“food warehouses” in its Public Utilities 
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Act. At the present time we are con- 
sidering only merchandise and furniture 
warehousing, not cold storage. The 
laws for that type of the industry are 
as specialized as the industry itself is. 

With all public utilities, control im- 
plies review of rate-making, the right 
to inquire into investment and earnings, 
with formal filing of schedules and per- 
mission for alteration of charges, etc. 
There is also implied full supervision 
and inspection. Merchandise warehous- 
ing meets such supervision only in 
Minnesota and California, and it is par- 
ticularly significant that in the latter 
State has come demand (from warehous- 
ing interests) to require new enterprises 
to secure certification of convenience 
and necessity before entering the busi- 
ness. This is an instance of the in- 
dustry turning public control to its own 
gains. 

In most States public control is di- 
rected to some guarantee that the ware- 
houseman shall not follow the “loose 
methods” of which complaint was made 
two decades ago. The law tries to hold 
him responsible for the return of the 
goods, as agreed in the contract, and 
for his full performance of all contract- 
ual relations with the owner. To this 
end, States have usually been content 
when they have licensed the warehouse- 
man and compelled him to furnish surety 
bond. More than a half that have taken 
cognizance of merchandise warehousing 
have been content with even less: their 
law-making has imposed nothing but a 
license fee, which amounts, in the end, 
merely to a taxing device for the 
privilege of doing business. 


For the warehouseman, this has 
proven convenient. The license-apply- 
ing and fee-paying are not especially 
burdensome, certainly no more so than 
for other businesses. The industry has, 
accordingly, been let pretty much alone 
for purifying itself. Warehousemen 
have attained reputation through the 
simple method of proving themselves 
worthy. All effort has been for the good 
to grow better without trying to bolster 
up the worthless fellow by some legal 
fiction that will make him look better 
than he is. Merchandise warehousemen, 
today, are much in the class with bitu- 
minous coal mining companies—many 
are superlatively fine, many others are 
good, but there is also a trailing of 
“snow-birds,” “fly-by-night fellows,” and 
the like. 


Legal Definition 


Bete merchandise warehousing the de- 
* finition in law shows some variation 
in wording, although there is no great 
diversity in intent. The Uniform Re- 
ceipts Act gives this brief definition: 


“*Warehouseman’ means a per- 
son lawfully engaged in the busi- 
ness of storing goods for profits.” 


It is, however, the deliberate intention 
of the uniform law not to fix the limits 
as to who might carry on the business 
of warehousing, lest the wording might 
conflict with local laws. The foregoing 
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definition, nevertheless, has become the 
legal definition in most States, although 
in a few instances the phrasing has been 
expanded. 

Indiana has this odd definition: 


“Every person, firm, company or 
corporation, receiving cotton, to- 
bacco, pork, grain, corn, rye, oats, 
wheat, hemp, whiskey coal or any 
kind of produce wares or mer- 
chandise, commodity, or any other 
kind or description of personal 
property or thing whatever, in 
store, or undertaking to receive or 
take care of the same, with or 
without compensation or reward 
therefor, shall be deemed to be a 
warehouseman.” 


Warehouses in that State are divided 
into two classes, of which “Class A” 
embraces grain warehouses and “Class 
B” all others. Merchandise therefore 
falls within the latter class. 

Kentucky follows the exact wording 
of Indiana, but that State has not 
divided warehouses into two classes. 
(Kentucky is one of the four States 
which have not enacted the Uniform 
Act). 

Missouri introduces another element 
into her definition. A warehouse does 
not become legally “public” unless it 
stands in one of the larger cities as 
shown by this: 


“All warehouses or storehouses 
situated in cities of over 50,000 
inhabitants, and wherein other 
property than grain is stored for 
a compensation, are declared to be 
public warehouses.” 


This definition appears to apply to the 
cities only, and the Courts have used 
the definition of the uniform Act 
(adopted by Missouri) as applying to 
warehousemen in smaller places. In 
that State, license and bond are re- 
quired, by the law, only of those ware- 
housemen who come within the definition 
just quoted. Warehouses, as a result, 
in cities of less than 50,000 population, 
need be neither licensed nor bonded. 

New Hampshire, which has not en- 
acted the uniform Act, appears to have 
no deliberate definition. The State has 
a licensing statute which gives mer- 
chandise warehousemen the option of 
taking out a license and if this is done 
“such warehousemen may keep and 
maintain public warehouses for the 
storage of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise.”’ 

Oklahoma and Texas have twin stat- 
utes, which are: 


“All persons, firms, companies 
or corporations, who shall receive 
te wares, merchandise, or 
any description of personal prop- 
erty in store, for hire, shall be 
deemed and taken to be public 
warehousemen.” 


South Dakota has the identical de- 
finition, with the exception that grain 
and seeds are excluded and made sub- 
ject to the elevator laws. In these three 
States, the definition limits the title of 
“warehouseman” to one who stores “for 
hire,” which is less inclusive than 
Indiana and Kentucky, both of which 
specify “with or without compensation 
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or reward.” In the history of our ware- 
housing, the tobacco warehousemen 
caused this odd provision in those two 
States, there having been an old decision 
in Indiana which held that a _ tobacco 
house was not a public warehouse be- 
cause there was no specific payment for 
storage (although there was a payment 
of commission for handling and selling 
the leaf which gave a short period of 
free storage). 

Minnesota, in its public warehouse 
Act, give a most elaborate definition: 


“The term ‘Warehouseman,’ when 
used in this Act, means and 
includes every corporation, com- 
pany, association, joint stock com- 
pany or association, firm, partner- 
ship or individual, their trustees, 
assignees or receivers appointed by 
any Court whatsoever, controlling, 
operating or managing in any city 
of the first class in this State, 
directly or indirectly, any building 
or structure or any part thereof, or 
any buildings and structures, or 
any other property whatsoever, 
and using the same for the storage 
or warehousing of goods, wares, or 
merchandise for hire, but shall not 
include persons, corporations or 
other parties operating grain 
or cold-storage warehouses. 


Although lengthy in its wording—so 
that none may escape—this definition 
does not include new limitations. Min- 
nesota, like Missouri, exempts from its 
definition a warehouse located at a small 
place by using the clause “in any city 
of the first class in this State.” 

The merchandise warehouse is essen- 
tially a city institution, but there is no 
reason to suppose that one might not be 
located at a point where the population 
is small, especially if that place were 
a separately incorporated suburb at 
some railway junction. In Minnesota, 
for instance, warehouses are found at 
Minnesota Transfer. Were that locality 
an incorporated village, detached from 
the bigger city that surrounds it, its 
merchandise warehouses would be ex- 
empt from regulation by the Minnesota 
Railroad & Warehouse Commission. 


Regulation by States 


N tabulated form elsewhere herewith 

is given the regulations of the States 

as to licenses for merchandise ware- 

houses; whether compulsory or optional; 

the length of license period; and the fee 
for license. 

In many of the States the issuance of 
a license to the merchandise warehouse 
connotes no supervision or regulation 
whatever. 

In Alabama, Maryland, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Pennsylvania, as ex- 
amples, licenses are required of all ware- 
houses as an item on revenue raising. 
Merchandise warehouses in those States 
pay an annual tax which is evidenced 
by the “privileges tax” license. The 
resultant lawful “permit to engage in 
business for the year” is the extent of 
licensing. It is notable, too, that license 
fees in those States are heavy, as would 
be natural when the purpose is that 
of getting revenue, and Alabama oc- 
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cupies the unique position of imposing 
an addition tax of $25 a year for the 
warehouseman who sells goods or dis- 
tributes for the owner. 


Of the ten States, other than these 
five, wherein license is compulsory, the 
fee is either nothing at all or a nominal 
one-dollar for all but Illinois and Min- 
nesota ($25 and $100 respectively). 

Personal interviews have uncovered 
what is perhaps not unexpected. In 
several States that require these li- 
censes, administration of the law is lax. 
In two States it was found that the 
license-issuing official possesses no rec- 
ord of value, and in one State it was 
discovered that the only record consists 
of loose scraps of memoranda, the li- 
censes not being even bound in book 
form and having no stub for record of 
issue. 

Nor is it surprising to find so many 
States with no statute of this sort. 
Merchandise warehousing is of recent 
origin in many sections of the country. 
Even as recently as six and eight years 
ago a number of States lacked central 
distributing markets, such jobbing cities 
having arisen with the very recent 
growth of wholesaling businesses and 
the equally recent development of the 
factory practice of carrying spot stocks 
at convenience localities. The need of 
licensing did not exist, especially as 
furniture warehousing does not, even 
today, exist in many States in a com- 
mercial sense. Of such _ conditions, 
Kansas might be mentioned, though it 
is only one of many instances. Dis- 
tribution for that State, until recently, 
has been principally from the Missouri 
River crossings (Omaha, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph), all outside the State. 
Only within a decade has wholesaling 
becoming of consequence within Kansas, 
Topeka and Wichita and Hutchinson 
being developments of approximately 
that period as warehousing centers. 
Such distribution as existed prior to the 
last decade was wholly in the hands of 
jobbers, who had their own private 
warehouses. No demand had grown, in 
such a community, for the modern type 
of public merchandise warehouse. 


A number of cities, further, require 
city licenses of merchandise and fur- 
niture warehousemen. A few impose 
bonds. Notable of this class are the 
larger California cities, and several in 
the Gulf States. 

Minnesota and Wisconsin have sys- 
tems of licenses for public produce ware- 
housemen, those in Minnesota being per- 
missive and optional while in Wisconsin 
they are compulsory. In Minnesota, 
licenses are issued by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture (not the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission) and bond is to 
be fixed by him, with whom also the 
warehouseman must file his tariff of 
rates and conditions. In Wisconsin the 
regulations come under the Director of 
Markets for that State, with a license 
fee of $10 a year. The statute of this 
State is not so severe as the reading 
would imply for the reason that little 
more is, in practice, done than requiring 
license and bond. 
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Supervising Officials 


] gauss those States that require license 
or that exercise real supervision 
over merchandise warehouses, the official 
in charge is in each case the following: 

Alabama: The license is a “privi- 
leges tax” for which the receipt is issued 
by the treasurer of the State. 

California: The Railroad Commis- 
sion exercises full supervision, including 
tariff of charges, alterations in rates, 
inspection of warehouses and detailed 
reports. The merchandise warehouse is 
held to be a public utility. For ware- 
houses that store agricultural products 
the supervision rests with the Director 
of Agriculture. 

Georgia: License from and bonded to 
Clerk of Superior Court of the respec- 
tive counties. 


Illinois: Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion. 
Indiana: Licenses are issued (called 


“Permits”) by county auditor of the 
respective counties. ; 

Maryland: The license is a “privi- 
leges tax” for which receipt is issued by 
the treasurer of the State. 


Massachusetts: The license is issued 
by the Governor. 
Minnesota: Railroad and Warehouse 


Commission exercises full supervision, 
including review and approval of tariff 
of charges, and inspection of warehouses 
and detailed reports, the warehouses 
being held to be public utilities. 

Mississippi: The licenses are issued 
as a “privileges tax” for which the re- 
ceipt comes through treasurer of the 
State. 


Missouri: Licenses are issued 
through the Circuit Courts. 
Nebraska: Licenses issued by and 


bond filed with the Governor. 

New Hampshire Licenses issued by 
Secretary of State. 

North Carolina: Licenses issued by 
Clerk of Superior Court of the respec- 
tive counties. 

Pennsylvania: The license is a fea- 
ture of general revenue tax, being issued 
by treasurer of the State. 

South Carolina: License issued by 
and bond filed with Secretary of State. 

South Dakota: License issued by 
Secretary of State. 

Tennessee The license is a “privi- 
leges tax” for which the receipt is issued 
by treasurer of the State.

In Illinois the warehouseman’s bond 
is by the law to be: 


“Conditioned for the observance 
of the provisions of this Act and 
the rules, regulations, orders, and 
decisions of the Commission, and 
for the payment of any judgment 
recovered by any person by reason 
of the damage to or loss of per- 
sonal property stored with the 
applicant.” 


In Minnesota the bond as prepared 
by the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion is an extension of the statutory 
requirement for “the faithful discharge 
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of all duties as a warehouseman operat- 
ing under this Act, and full compliance 
with the laws of the States, and the 
rules, regulations and orders of the 
Commission relative thereto.” As ware- 
housemen are obliged to execute the 
bond it reads: 


it “shall faithfully per- 
form his duties as a warehouse- 
man, shall observe all laws and 
regulations relating to the ecarry- 
ing on of the business of conduct- 
ing a warehouse, and shall pay all 
just claims against him whether 
for compensation on account of 
warehousing contracts or agree- 
ments or payment for losses sus- 
tained through failure properly to 
perform the _ services due and 
renderable as a warehouseman, or 
for breach of contract, or for any 
other cause or reason whereby loss 
other than through the act of God 
is sustained by the owner or holder 
of products stored.” 


Everywhere the warehouseman may 
be sued on his bond for recovery of 
damages sustained by a depositor or 
owner or assignee of the goods, that 
purpose being, in fact, the prime object 
of bonding the warehouseman in the 
first place. 

As to bonding, the following are per- 
tinent facts: 

Alabama: All public warehousemen 
shall be bonded “in a sum equivalent to 
5 per centum of the estimated value of 
the articles stored in the warehouse at 
the time, during the preceding twelve 
months, when the value of the articles 
stored was greatest, but such sum shall 
in no event be less than $5,000, nor shall 
it be greater than $50,000.” 

Georgia Bonded “to an amount based 
on the estimated value said warehouse- 
men will provide storage for.” 

Illinois: Furniture warehousemen, 
40,000 sq. ft. of storage space or less, 
$5,000; more than 40,000 sq. ft. of stor- 
age space, $10,000. Merchandise ware- 
housemen, 10,000 sq. ft. of storage space 
or less, $5,000; 10,000-40,000 sq. ft., 
$10,000; 40,000-75,000 sq. ft., $15,000; 
75,000 sq. ft. and over, $20,000. 

Massachusetts: Amount of bond is 
optional with the Governor. It is pro- 
vided also that a railway company doing 
business as a public warehouseman need 
file no bond. 

Missouri: $25,000, but bonds are re- 
quired only of public warehouses in 
cities of 50,000 population and over. 

Minnesota: $50,000. 

Nebraska: Amount of bond at dis- 
cretion of the Governor, but “not less 
than $2,000, nor more than $25,000.” 

New Hampshire: Amount at dis- 
cretion of the Governor. 

North Carolina: Each warehouse- 
man must file bond of “not less than 
$10,000.” “but if such corpo- 
ration has a capital stock of not less 
than $5,000, then it shall not be required 
to give the bond mentioned in this 
section.” 

South Dakota: Not less than $1,000, 
nor more than $20,000, at the discretion 
of the Secretary of State. 

South Carolina: Each warehouse- 
man must file with the Secretary of

State a “bond to 10 per centum of the 
estimated value of the goods for which 
said warehouse will provide storage.” 

Texas: $5,000. 

Instances have been encountered, in 
interviews with State officers, where 
these bond requirements are not en- 
forced. There is, in particular, extreme 
laxity in the matter of bond expirations. 
Intervals occur between maturity of 
guarantors’ liability on the old bond and 
the filing of the new one. It is not 
uncommon for the first bond to be filed 
but no renewal or extension ever de- 
manded, with the result that the ware- 
houseman is under legal bond for the 
first year but thereafter no bond security 
is outstanding. 

It will be noticed, too, that such a 
statute as that of North Carolina gives 
better impression than re-reading con- 
firms. An _ individual warehouseman 
must be bonded but if he incorporates 
for as little as $5,000 he escapes the 
requirement. In that State the prin- 
cipal warehousing is that for cotton, 
none of which comes under this merchan- 
dise regulation but is operated under 
the cotton warehousing statutes which 
provide for full bonding. The same 
statement obtains, of course, with other 
States for grain, tobacco and cotton, and 
a few other products, for each of which 
a peculiar warehousing statute exists. 


Advantages of Bonding 


It is customary for the statutes to 
forbid warehouses not bonded to pose 
as such. Where there are optional laws 
for bonding the result is that those 
houses that are bonded advertise them- 
selves with prominent reference to the 
bond, and the unbonded warehouses lose 
the most desirable business. Among 
warehousemen, in interviews, has been 
found strong expressions favoring bond- 
ing. More than was anticipated they 
have a feeling that license, with bond, 
makes for better warehousing. It has 
a tendency to eliminate rascals, so they 
aver, because rascality ceases to be 
profitable when a surety bond guaran- 
tees what character fails to cover. 
Bonding, too, makes one entering the 
business do so with some deliberation. 
One clear-thinking western warehouse- 
man says: 


“It is no longer possible, where 
bonding is required, to hang out a 
sign of ‘Warehouse’ immediately 
over a ‘Teaming and Transfer’ 
sign, and open up some morning 
for storage business. Bonding, 
therefore, prevents clients from 
getting their goods into poorly 
equipped houses and fire traps, 
just because owners of buildings 
of that sort hesitate to bond them- 
selves. They know for a certainty 
that they will be held liable for 
loss and damage.” 


The quoted sentences ought to carry 
a qualification. Such high ideals as 
this warehouseman expressed are large- 
ly hoped-for things. That they are not 
attained is due to the basic experience 
that to spread a law on the books does 
not insure that all will obey. We have 
curfew laws, and fifteen-mile speed laws, 
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and we have stop-before-the-crossing 
laws—as well as others—which make 
excellent reading but which few think of 
heeding. 

As a matter of fact, warehousemen 
are much like others. Neither license 
nor bond will, or can, eliminate rascality. 
And there is, with all licensing, one 
great difficulty that hampers enforce- 
ment. It is required that all warehouse- 
men of a State shall be under license 
in order to engage in business. This 
obliges the license-issuing official to 
grant permits to all applicants who fill 
out the blanks and pay the-fee. — Little 
more selection is possible than with ap- 
plicants for automobile licenses. 


The only method to reduce rascality 
or unfitness for the business would lie 
in severe selection of those warehouse- 
men who shall be permitted to become 
licensed. This would mean that a 
license-issuing statute must be optional, 
not mandatory. If the State official 
may, under the law, grant or withhold 
a license at his option, he is at once in 
position to control the character of the 
warehousemen who claim the benefits 
of license. Under such circumstances 
the license would become a franchise of 
value to the warehouseman to just the 
extent that issuance was limited to 
worthy concerns. 


No State wishes such a system. Toa 
limited extent we have exactly this 
method under the Federal Warehouse 
Act, but that Act does not apply to either 
merchandise or furniture storages. It 
is limited strictly to warehoused agricul- 


tural products (cotton, grains, wool, 
tobacco, peanuts, beans, dried fruit, 
syrups, potatoes, etc.). That system 


has achieved what was the original hope 
of all our legislators in their State 
enactments. It gives to the Federal li- 
censee a standing that none of the State 
licenses approaches. This assured 
standing comes because before being 
licensed the applicant is most rigidly 
scrutinized, with four or more inspec- 
tions per year so searching that even 
the secret chutes of the rice warehouses 
are uncovered. 

Early warehouse law-making was di- 
rected at the grain warehouses (ele- 
vators). Much of it dealt with dis- 
crimination between patrons, either in 
accommodations or charges. Such laws 
proceed from the public utility theory, 
and they have been generally upheld by 
the Courts against the warehousemen of 
grain, as also against the cold storage 
men. 

As applied to merchandise, few States 
have tampered with the warehouses. 
Most statutes have been overruled by 
the Courts. That of Illinois is now re- 
pealed, but both California and Minne- 
sota hold to the public utility idea in 
requiring the public warehouseman of 
merchandise to receive into store any 
goods offered in condition suitable for 
storing, with rates and services as for 
a favored patron. Other States, as 
Texas for one example, reveal similar 
laws on the books but they have never 
been enforced. 
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A Bond as Insurance Against Damage 


to Household Goods

“AND what if your men scratch, break, or lose some of my furniture?” asks the housewife of the furniture 


storage warehouse estimator. 


‘Madam, we’ll be sure to make it right, so that you will be satisfied,” the estimator assures her. 
“Oh, they all say that,” comes back the housewife with a little laugh that reveals skepticism. 


OW many times a day in cities and towns all over the 
United States is this scene enacted? Virtually 
every estimator and every furniture warehouse 
principal is familiar with it—too familiar, for no busi- 
ness man relishes the feeling that his customer dis- 
trusts him or his employees. Of course the seed of dis- 
trust has been planted in the experience of the house- 
holder at some time through the irresponsibility or care- 
lessness of some so-called warehousing concern; but it 
is there, nevertheless, and comes strongly into evidence 
in such familiar scenes as just described. 
This incredulous and distrustful attitude on the part 
of the customer is one of the hardest things the furni- 
ture storage warehouse company has to combat and, if 


not overcome through the convincing of the house- 
holder, is apt to run like a theme through the entire 
transaction. 

It was to eliminate this skeptical bent from the aver- 
age customer’s mind that W. H. Protzman, vice-president 
and treasurer of the Twentieth Century Storage Ware- 
house Co., Philadelphia, spent nearly a year’s spare time 
in studying the problem. In January of the present 
year this concentrated thought bore fruit in the first 
issue of a surety bond in the furniture storage ware- 
house field, guaranteeing to the customer that the terms 
of the contract between customer and warehouse com- 
pany would be fulfilled to the letter. A most reassuring 
and convincing argument this has proved. 





_— bond was the answer to this ques- 
tion in Mr. Protzman’s mind: “How 
can we convince the customer that the 
20th Century Storage Warehouse is not 
like such companies as are ready to 
promise but evasive of fulfillment, and 
that we really will back up to the limit 
what we contract to perform?” 

Here was proof positive to the house- 
holder that. the company was ready to 
render excellent service in a practical 
way, instead of merely employing the 
unconvincing argument that it was “the 
best warehouse company” in the city, 
which some concerns are prone to do in 
the futile belief that the customer will 
at once sign the contract. 

It was not the easiest thing in the 
world to prepare for the issuance of this 
surety bond insuring responsibility, re- 
liability, reputation, prompt and fair ad- 
justment of claims and against loss of 
property, damage and negligence. The 
wording of the bond had to be most care- 
fully drawn up so that its meaning would 
be clearly definable, and it was most de- 
sirable that the company standing back 
of the guarantee should be of country- 
wide reputation and of the firmest solid- 
arity. The concern agreeing to write the 
bonds, which are in the sum of $1,000 
each, is the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty Company, one of the largest 
and best known in its particular field. 

With a sponsor of this calibre the 20th 
Century company felt that the bond 
would carry unusual weight. 

The text of the bond may be found in 
the illustration herewith. 

The bond is a guarantee by the surety 
company, in the amount named, that the

H= is something new in fur- 
niture warehousing—the issu- 
ing of a surety bond guaranteeing 
responsibility, reliability, reputa- 
tion, and prompt and fair adjust- 
ment of claims if there is loss of 
property or damage thereto, or 
negligence on the part of the stor- 
age firm. 

The organization issuing the 
bond is the 20th Century Storage 
Warehouse Co., Philadelphia. The 
idea is that of W. H. Protzman, the 
company’s vice-president and treas- 
urer. 

The background of this novel 
venture is here told by Mr. Lans- 
ing. 








20th Century Storage Warehouse Com- 
pany will carry out the provisions of its 
contract with the customer, the wording 
of that contract determining the repara- 
tion to be made to the customer in case 
of loss or damage to the goods. It means 
that should the warehouse company re- 
fuse to settle the claim as provided for 
in the contract, the customer could fall 
back upon the surety company for set- 
tlement under the bond. 


A strong talking point for the repre- 
sentative of the warehouse company 
when seeking a contract from the pros- 
pective customer, is that the bond holds 


good for the limit of the time the goods 
remain in its care in storage—no matter 
for how many years, provided the stor- 
age account is paid. There is no extra 
charge to the customer for supplying the 
bond. 

To introduce the surety bond plan to 
prospective customers, small reproduc- 
tions of the instrument were printed, 
forming the interior of a folder, 8% x 
7144 inches when opened and having the 
usual “bond” border of green decoration. 
This folder, which easily fits the pocket, 
bears a cut of the 20th Century Storage 
Warehouse building on the front and an 
exposition of the “20th Century Policy” 
on the back. This policy reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Tt is our purpose that every transac- 
tion of this house-shall either make us a 
permanent friend, or strengthen a previ- 
ously made friendship. 

“If for any reason ANY transaction 
does not accomplish either of the above, 
we have failed in our duty in some par- 
ticular. In this case we would thank 
you to advise us just where we have 
failed. Please receive our assurance 
that we will immediately make right 
that which requires correcting.” 

This specimen copy of the bond is pre- 
sented to the prospective customer with 
every estimate in excess of $15, and the 
estimator usually carries a number of 
the folders in his pocket. When the con- 
firmation of the contract’s acceptance 
is sent out by the storage company, a 
regular surety bond, filled out with the 
name of the customer in the allotted 
space, and signed by the treasurer of the 
principal and the attorney for the surety

company, accompanies it. The bond 
bears the seal of the surety company. 

Mr. Protzman strongly recommends 
the adoption of the surety bond plan to 
storage warehouse companies of respon- 
sibility and reputation.

phase of the matter by taking an appli- 
cation and telephoning or writing pre- 
vious employers for their opinion. I 
think we would all be materially bene- 
fited if this plan were followed out more 
extensively, and we would ascertain with 
little effort facts that sometimes take 
several months to uncover and are a det- 
riment to our business. 

Personally, I generally form my opin- 
ion about an applicant’s character and 
ability in the first interview. Sometimes 
I am right, sometimes I am wrong. 

Here are a few points that I take into 
consideration: appearance, disposition, 
habits, thrift, home. 

If a man is careful about his own 
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leased from storage, or after having 
them moved from one residence to an- 
other, signs a slip saying that the goods 
have been delivered in satisfactory con- 
dition. 

Should the customer afterwards come 
back with a claim that his goods were 
damaged, or that some of them had been 
lost, the warehouse company could well 
refuse to pay the claim, in that the cus- 
tomer had signed the slip signifying the 
goods were in _ satisfactory condition 
when they reached him. 

But no surety compnay would agree 
to continue on a bond of the kind de- 
scribed should there be constant com- 
plaints and claims of this nature from 
customers who had been unable to effect 
settlement with the warehouse com- 
pany. The surety company would feel 
that something was wrong and that the 
warehouse company was evading its re- 
sponsibilities. 

Hence, it would, in any event, be good 
policy for the warehouse company satis- 
factorily to settle small claims regard- 
less of the customer’s having previously 
signed the slip saying the goods had 
been received in proper condition. 

In case of these after-delivery com- 
plaints coming in for scratches, mars 
and the like, the 20th Century company 
finds it good policy to send out a cabinet- 
maker to repair the damage, although it 
would be within its rights to refuse to 
do so. In this way it retains the good- 
will of the customer and the surety com- 
pany. 

It should be remembered that there is 
nothing in the wording of the bond that 
would require the surety company to do 
anything otherwise than to hold the 
warehouse company to the fulfillment of 
the stated terms of the contract between 
warehouse and customer. 

The 20th Century company is advertis- 
ing its use of the surety bond plan. In 
the February issue of the Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce News Bulletin 
appeared a full-page, red-bordered dis- 
play advertisement thereof, forming the 
back cover of that publication. Em- 
bodied in the advertisement was a repro- 
duction of the surety bond.

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Why Careful Lubrication Insures 
Long Life for the Motor Truck’ 


Proper Oiling Is a Factor in Successful and 


Economical Operation

N OTOR trucks should be lubricated 
as carefully as, and even more 
frequently than, passenger cars to ob- 
tain and insure long life and efficient and 
economical operation. Correct lubrica- 
tion, regularly and frequently done, is 
a far greater factor in the successful 
operation of a motor truck than the 
matter of the kind of oil used in that 
lubrication. The same oil can be, and 
has been, used for twenty-four hours 
a day, 365 days in the year, for many 
years without damage or loss. 

The difficulty in retaining lubricating 
oil is that it is used over and over again 
for different purposes in the circulating 
system of the modern internal combus- 
tion engine. From each duty the oil 
drains back to a common reservoir, 
bringing varieties of impurities with it. 
In other machines, such as the locomo- 
tive, the marine engine and mill machin- 
ery, the oil is used over and over again at 
one place, with a regular, adequate sup- 
ply of fresh oil applied all the time to 
each bearing, separately from every 
other bearing. The truck or automo- 
bile engine, however, is different. We 
pour in the oil, but we cannot see what 
happens to it. 

We know from analysis that the oil 
does not wear out, but impurities accu- 
mulate in it in the operation of all in- 
ternal combustion engines. These im- 
purities eventually prevent successful lu- 
brication, and we say that the oil has 
“worn out.” It is impossible—in spite of 
all the efforts that are being made by 
automotive engineers—to get these im- 
purities out of the oil. Present oil 
purifiers are far from perfect, and, 
though we are on the road toward solu- 
tion of this problem, we have not by 
any means solved it. 


There are five substances—impurities 
—found in used lubricating oil. The 
first of these is fuel—that is to say, the 
heavier parts of the gasoline; the second

is water, the third carbon, the fourth 
road dust, called “silicious particles,” 
and the fifth metallic particles worn 
from the bearings and other wearing 
parts. 


In regard to fuel in the lubricating 
oil: Not all of gasoline is “burned”; to 
be burned, all liquid fuel first must be 
“gasified,” but there is no such thing 
as a perfect “gasifier,” a perfect in- 
strument for the conversion of the liq- 
uid fuel into gas. That certain part 
of the gasoline which is not converted 
into gas remains in liquid form. Some 
of this gets into the cylinder, hits the 
cylinder walls and washes off the lu- 
bricating oil from these walls. Thus it 
is carried back to the reservoir of oil 
with the oil itself. If the engine is, 
or could be, kept always at the proper 
temperature, this “fuel dilution,” as it 
is called, would be light. But every 
morning the engine is “cold.” Then it 
is the tendency of the truck drivers— 
and of some passenger automobile own- 
ers as well—to flood the cylinders with 
a fuel, pulling out the primer or the 
choke and enriching the mixture beyond 
its capacity to “burn.” 


° 


Short Hauls and Frequent Stops 


A large part of this excess of fuel 
then remains liquid and goes into the 
lubricating oil. The greater the quantity 
of fuel fed to the engine, the greater 
the amount which gets into the oil; some- 
times as high as 4 or 5 per cent has been 
found in tests immediately after the 
“warming up” of a truck engine on a 
cold morning. The return of the oil’ to 
the more highly heated cylinders later, 
however, burns out a great deal of this 
fuel, which has been carried into the 
oil when the engine was at a lower tem- 
perature. Short hauls and frequent 
stops, both common factors in the opera- 
tion of trucks by furniture warehouse- 
men in cities, are very important causes 
of heavy fuel dilution of lubricating oil. 

The only way to reduce this form of 


impurity in lubricating oil is to train 
all your drivers to get their engines 
warm and keep them warm without the 
use, or with very sparing use, of the 
primer of the choke. The fuel thins the 
oil until the latter is unable to keep 
the metallic surfaces of the bearings 
separated, for the lubricating oil must 
have a certain body or the bearings will 
rub together. It is cheaper to take a 
little more time and use a little less 
gasoline, in warming up the engine, than 
it is to have a burned-out bearing every 
few weeks. 

In regard to water in the oil, the sec- 
ond of the impurities I have mentioned, 
I may say that it is the product of the 
combustion of gasoline. The hydrogen 
of the gasoline, at the instant of com- 
bustion, unites with the oxygen of the 
air to form H.O0—water. The steam 
resulting from this creation of water at 
high temperature is invisible, passes out 
of the exhaust pipe so long as it remains 
in the vapor stage and so does no harm. 
But when the engine is stopped and be- 
comes cold, a certain amount of this 
vapor condenses into water in the cyl- 
inders, leaks past the piston and goes 
into the lubricating oil. 

The water factor is less important on 
tha Pacific Coast, at least in California, 
than it is in the East in the winter. 
There the water frequently appears in 
such quantity as to pass under the oil 
and freeze around the pump. When the 
engine is started, the frozen pump is 
not infrequently broken. Of course the 
water dilutes the lubricating oil and 
again prevents it from performing its 
full function in keeping wearing sur- 
faces apart. But water is responsible 
for a more important damage than this 
—it frequently forms with the oil, under 
stress of high temperature and great 
pressure, an emulsion of soapy matter. 
For this reason virtually all lubricat- 
ing oils are so made that they resist to 
the greatest degree possible the forma- 
tion of an emulsion with water. But 
dirt comes in, as will be seen later, and 
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no oil yet made can resist completely 
the formation of an emulsion under such 
conditions. The “sludge” in the crank- 
case is caused by this emulsion and fre- 
quently is responsible for trouble by 
clogging oil passages, pipe-lines and 
drains. 

The factor of carbon as an impurity 
in oil is not well understood generally, 
put all lubricating oils made from petro- 
leum contain hydrogen and carbon. They 
are what are known as “hydrocarbons.” 
When these hydrocarbons are exposed 
to high temperatures and _ especially 
under pressure, they are either burned 
or decomposed. In this decomposition 
the oil molecule is broken up into hydro- 
gen and carbon. As has been shown, the 
hydrogen either passes off as a gas, or 
unites with the oxygen of the air to form 
water. But the carbon remains as a 
solid. 

Now coal is carbon, graphite is car- 
bon, the diamond is carbon; it is an ele- 
ment. If the carbon is finely divided, it 
does not interfere greatly with lubri- 
cation; that is to say, if it is no thicker 
than the film of oil between the wear- 
ing surfaces, it does little harm, but if 
it does become thicker, the carbon, pro- 
jecting beyond the oil film, becomes an

abrasive and, eventually, wears down 
the bearings. In addition, the carbon 
thickens the oil, discolors it and clogs 
up the passages through which the oil 
must pass on its journey of lubrication, 
thus limiting the work the oil can do. 

Road dust, the fourth factor in the 
“wearing out” of your lubricating oil, 
is sucked in through the carburetor 
largely and, to some extent, through 
the breather pipe. All air contains dust; 
but the amount of dust accumulated, and 
the damage done to the lubricating oil, 
is directly in proportion to the dusti- 
ness of the road over which the truck 
or car is driven. It amounts, therefore, 
to much less over paved highways than 
over dirt roads, but whatever dust does 
get it, no matter how small the quanti- 
ty, acts as an abrasive on the wearing 
surfaces over which your lubricating 
system is trying to spread and main- 
tain a protective film of oil. 

As to metallic particles, if the engine 
is properly “broken in” their damage 
is small. This is the real reason for 
not driving a car over twenty miles an 
hour when breaking it in. This “break- 
ing in” is in, reality, a process of wear- 
ing off the high spots on the bearing 
surfaces. If a car or a truck is driven

too rapidly for the first 2000 miles, 
the quantity of metallic particles in the 
crankcase will be large. As these par- 
ticles return to the bearings on the oil 
stream, they, too, act as abrasives, work- 
ing considerable damage to the wear- 
ing surfaces. There is the further fact 
that, no matter how careful the manu- 
facturer may be, castings always con- 
tain some core sand, left from the foun- 
dry. The hot lubricating oil dislodges 
this sand, and it becomes a factor in 
the abrasion of the wearing surfaces. 


With all these accumulations tending 
to destroy the efficiency of lubricating 
oil, the driver still must protect him- 
self, for the protective devices so far 
developed—as I have said—are by no 
means perfect. The only way in which 
to safeguard your truck is to insist that 
all your drivers drain their crankcases 
and put in new oil at frequent and reg- 
ular intervals. The cost of the new oil 
is a trifle compared to the savings re- 
sulting from the frequent changes of 
the lubricating material. Air filters on 


the carburetor removed considerable dust 
from the air. They cannot get all of 
it when the truck or car is driven over 
a dusty road. 


New Freight Classification Book Available to Shippers 


Beware gerd Freight Classifica- 
tion No. 4, which became effective 
on Feb. 10, is being distributed to the 
railroads and subscribing shippers. This 
is the well-known publication issued by 
the Official Classification Committee and 
employed by 1200 railroad, steamsl.:p 
and transportation lines in the United 
States and Canada and is used by such 
carriers as an essential part of their 
tariffs of freight rates. 

The classified arrangement consists 
of listing all commodities and indicating 
for the various forms of packages, 
whether for less than carload or carload 
quantities, the class ratings as pub- 
lished in the freight tariffs of the 
earriers. In addition, numerous rules 
are given governing packing require- 
ments, methods of loading, and condi- 
tions under which various ratings, car- 
load minimum weights, etc., will apply. 
The new issue contains approximately 
17,000 separate descriptions of articles, 
with assigned ratings. 

The freight classification committee 
is the recognized primary source for 
ascertaining the ratings and regulations 
governing the transportation of the 
vast number of commodities currently 
shipped. Distributors find the publica- 
tion indispensable and concede that 
knowledge of its requirements aids in 
the more orderly handling of shipments 
and prevents delays, loss and damage 
and consequent claims upon carriers.

Philadelphia Produce Terminal Site Discussed 


A recent meeting of the Carlot Re- 
ceivers’ Association, Philadelphia, dis- 
closed diversity of opinion as to where 
the proposed produce terminal and re- 
frigerating plant for the merchants in 
that organization should be _ located. 
The meeting was attended by represen- 
tatives of steamship lines, three trunk 
railroads and banking interests. 

The produce merchants are virtually 
unanimous for locating the new struc- 
ture at the Philadelphia Tidewater Ter- 
minal, where they would have the ad- 
vantages of three carriers and marine 
terminals for exporting agricultural and 
packing house products. 


Hubert J. Horan, president of the 
Commercial Exchange, who presided, 
said the business of the produce mer- 
chants was the largest single industry 
in Philadelphia in point of car receipts. 
E. S. Woodward, chairman of the special 
committee of the association, said the 
present plans of the members provide for 
a terminal costing approximately $6,500,- 
000, exclusive of the land, and added the 
site most desirable to all parties is that 
in the rear of the Philadelphia Tide- 
water Terminal, pointing out that a suit- 
able location elsewhere in the city would 
represent too great an investment. 

After reviewing the growth of the city 
and the constantly increasing business 
of the Philadelphia produce merchants, 
he said he believed the railroads entering 


New York would save at least $2 a ton 
on this export traffic if it were moved 
through Philadelphia, because of this 
port’s physical advantages. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad opposed 
the plans of the produce merchants be- 
cause of its plan to develop a terminal 
in West Philadelphia. 





Electric Truck Show 


The fifth annual electric truck show 
was held at the New York Edison Co.’s 
rooms at Irving Place and Fifteenth 
Street, New York, during the week of 
March 16, and latest models were dis- 
played by Autocar, Commercial, Elec- 
truck, Lansden, O. B. Electric, Walker 
and Ward companies. Storage battery 
and accessory exhibits included those of 
the Fisk-Dumont-White, General Elec- 
tric, Vacuum Oil, Allen-Bradley, Sarvas 
Electric, Sangamo Electric, Hammacher 
& Schlemmer, Cutler-Hammer and 
Anderson A. J. & M. companies. 

Reviewing the electric truck’s progress 
during the past. year, Charles A. 
Skinner, Jr., manager of the Edison 
company’s automobile bureau, said in 
part: 

“Commercial electric vehicles in ser- 
vice in the metropolitan area increased 
21 per cent. They replaced many 
horse-drawn vehicles. The present use 
of horses in the city district is 30 per 
cent less than in 1921.” 
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Liability from Fire 


HAT an owner of cotton which was 
destroyed by fire is obliged to show 
the negligence of the warehouse- 
man in order to recover for his loss, is 
the decision in the case of Exporters & 
Traders’ Compress & Warehouse Co. v. 
Schulze, Commission of Appeals of 
Texas, 265 S. W. Rep. 133. 

In this case the owner of the cotton 
delivered to the defendant warehouse 
company 19 bales of cotton for storage 
and received a receipt for each bale, 
wherein it was stated that the warehouse 
company agreed to redeliver the cotton 
to the legal holder of the receipt or pay 
market value therefor. The receipt pro- 
vided that the warehouse company would 
not be responsible for loss caused by 
“acts of Providence or fire.” While the 
cotton was in the warehouse it was to- 
tally destroyed by fire. Thereupon the 
plaintiff brought this action to recover 
the value of the cotton. 

The warehouse company defended on 
the ground that the cotton was destroyed 
by fire and that it was therefore not 
liable. The plaintiff contended that the 
agreement exempting the defendant from 
liability for the loss of cotton destroyed 
by fire did not relieve the defendant from 
liability if the fire was the result of the 
negligence of the defendant or any of its 
agents, servants or employees. 

There was no evidence as to the origin 
of the fire or that it could under any cir- 
cumstances have been extinguished by 
the employees of the warehouse after it 
was discovered. Nor was there any evi- 
dence that the warehouse company failed 
to keep watchmen in the warehouse. It 
was, therefore, held that there was no 
evidence upon which to base a finding 
that the fire was the approximate result 
of the warehouse company’s failure to 
use ordinary care in the manner in which 
it kept its premises. 

The plaintiff’s failure to show that the 
fire was the result of negligence on the 
part of the defendant gave rise to the 
further question whether, after it was 
shown that the cotton was destroyed by 
fire, the burden of proof was on the ware- 
house company to show that the fire was 
not the result of negligence, or on the 
plaintiff to show that the fire was the 
result of negligence of the warehouse 
company. The Court answered this ques- 
tion as follows: 

“We have been cited to no case by the 
Supreme Court of our State wherein this 
question has been decided, and in the ab- 
sence of such case we shall adopt that 
principle supported by the great weight 
of authority, and hold that, when the 


‘ warehouse company showed that the 


cotton had been destroyed by fire, it then

relieved itself of showing that the fire 
was not caused by its negligence, but 
that the burden then rested on the plain- 
tiff to show that the fire was the result of 
the negligence of the warehouse company 
or its employees, and, the plaintiff hav- 
ing wholly failed to produce any evidence 
that the fire was the result of the negli- 
gence of the defendant warehouse com- 
pany, the defendant was entitled to the 
peremptory instruction requested by it.” 

A judgment in favor of the plaintiff 
was reversed. 


A Lien Problem 


HAT a warehouseman is entitled to 
a lien for money advanced as 
against the assignee of receipts showing 
amount of advances, is the decision in 
the recent case of State Bank of Wilbur 
vs. Almira Farmers’ Warehouse Co., Su- 
preme Court of Washington, 230 Pac. 
Rep. 817. 


In this action brought against the 
Farmers’ Warehouse Co. by the State 
Bank of Wilbur, the assignee of certain 
warehouse receipts issued by the defen- 
dant, the question presented was whether 
the defendant was entitled to a lien on 
the wheat represented by the receipts. It 
appeared that the defendant had made 
advances to Hansen, the original holder 
of the receipts, and that the receipts 
stated the amounts of the advances 
charged against the wheat. It was for 
these advances that the lien was claimed. 


The plaintiff contended that under 
section 27 of the Uniform Warehouse 
Receipt Act, providing that a warehouse- 
man shall have a lien on goods deposited 
with him for all lawful charges-for stor- 
age of the goods, and also for all law- 
ful claims for money advanced and cer- 
tain other charges and expenses “in re- 
lation to such goods,” the defendant was 
not entitled to a lien for the reason that 
some of the advances in question were 
not used in connection with the wheat 
while it was stored with the defendant. 


The defendant contended that since the 
receipts stated the amount of advances 
when they were purchased by the plain- 
tiff, the latter was entitled to no greater 
rights than would have vested in its 
assignor, who had agreed that the ad- 
vances should be made, and that they 
were to be a lien upon the wheat stored. 
In support of this contention, the defen- 
dant cited a Washington statute (Rem- 
ington’s Compiled Statutes, Sec. 7001) 
which reads as follows: 

“Upon the return of the receipt to the 
proper warehouseman, properly indorsed, 
and upon payment or tender of all ad- 
vances and legal charges, grain, hay or 
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peas of the grade and quantity named 
therein shall be delivered to the holder of 
such receipt, within forty-eight hours 
after the facilities for receiving the same 
have been provided...” 

It was held that the defendant was en- 
titled to a lien on the wheat, and had the 
right to retain possession of it until all 
the advances had been paid. A judgment 
for the defendant was affirmed. The 
Court said: 

“It is admitted in this case that the 
appellant (plaintiff) knew that respon- 
dent (defendant) was claiming $2;525.29 
due from Hansen at the time appellant 
purchased the warehouse receipts. As 
was said in the case of State v. Broad- 
water Elevator Co., 61 Mont., 215, 201 
P. 687: 

“*The receipts on their face show that 
the grain stored is charged with the 
amount of “cash ... furnished,” and 
neither the original holder nor his as- 
signee could compel the return of the 
grain without returning the money so 
advanced, with interest thereon.’ 

“The rule laid down in Cyc. is that: 

“*The assignee of a warehouse receipt, 
whether negotiable or not, is entitled to 
the goods freed from liability for ad- 
vances or other claims of the warehouse- 
man against his assignor that are not 
shown on the receipt and of which the 
assignee did not have notice; but his 
rights in the goods are subject to all 
claims of the warehouseman of which 
he had notice at the time of the transfer, 
or with knowledge of which he is charge- 
able by the terms of the receipt, or by 
the law. 40 Cyc. 419.’ 

“Section 23, supra (section 7001, Rem. 
Comp. Stat.), providing that the grain 
shall be delivered to the holder of the re-— 
ceipt within 48 hours upon the payment 
of all advances and legal charges, is in 
harmony with the general law upon that 
subject. Respondent was entitled to the 
repayment of the amounts advanced to 
Hansen up to the time of the receipt of 
the notice from appellant that appellant 
had purchased the warehouse receipt. 

“It appearing that all the advance- 
ments made by respondent to Hansen 
were made prior to the 22nd day of 
February, 1921, the date of the notice to 
respondent of the purchase of the re- 
ceipts by appellant, respondent was en- 
titled to retain possession of the wheat 
until all of the advances were fully 
paid.” 


The Duke Cartage Case 


[Re United States Supreme Court in 
the recent case of Michigan Public 
Utilities Commission, et al., v. Coral W. 
Duke, declared unconstitutional an Act 
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of Michigan regulating motor vehicle 
traffic, saying: 

“It is beyond the power of a State by 
legislative fiat to convert property used 
exclusively in the business of a private 
carrier into a public utility, or to make 
the owner a public carrier, for that 
would be taking private property for 
public use without just compensation, 
which no State can do consistently with 
the due process of law clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. On the facts 
above referred to it is clear that, if en- 
forced against him, the Act would de- 
prive plaintiff of his property in viola- 
tion of that clause of the Constitution.” 

The Court found that Duke did not 
hold himself out as a carrier for the 
public, but he was, in fact, a private car- 
rier. Another part of the finding of the 
Court is as follows: 

“This Court has held that, in the ab- 
sence of national legislation covering the 
subject, a State may rightfully prescribe 
uniform regulations necessary for public 
safety and order in respect to the opera- 
tion upon its highways of all motor ve- 
hicles—those moving in interstate com- 
merce as well as others; that a reason- 
able, graduated license fee imposed by a 
State on motor vehicles used in inter- 
state commerce does not constitute a di- 
rect burden on interstate commerce, and 
that a State which, at its own expense, 
furnishes special facilities for the use of 
those engaged in intrastate and inter- 
state commerce may exact compensation 
therefor, and if the charges are reason- 
able and uniform, they constitute no 
burden on interstate commerce. Hendrick 
v. Maryland, 235 U. S. 610, 622; Kane 
v. New Jersey, 242, U. S. 160, 167. Such 
regulations are deemed to be reasonable 
and to affect interstate commerce only 
incidentally and indirectly. But it is well 
settled that a State has no power to 
fetter right to carry on interstate com- 
merce within its borders by the imposi- 
tion of conditions or regulations which 
are unnecessary and pass beyond the 
bounds of what is reasonable and suit- 
able for the proper exercise of its powers 
in the field that belongs to it. Sioux 
Remedy Co. v. Cope, 235 U. S. 197, 201. 





Satisfaction of Lien 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution & 

4 Warehousing: We are new mem- 
bers to the business of storing furniture 
and consequently we are not very well 
informed in regard to the laws covering 
the sale of household goods for non-pay- 
ment of storage charges. 

If it would not be putting you to too 
much trouble we would like to have you 
mail us a letter stating the correct pro- 
cedure according to the laws of this 
State governing sale of unpaid storage 
goods.

Answer: Section 118 of the New York 
General Business Law provides: 

“Section 118. Satisfaction of lien by 
sale. A warehouseman’s lien for a claim 
which has become due may be satisfied 
as follows: The warehouseman shall give 
a written notice to the person on whose 
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account the goods are held, and to any 
other person known by the warehouse- 
man to claim an interest in the goods. 
Such notice shall be given by delivery in 
person or by registered letter addressed 
to the last known place of business or 
abode of the person to be notified. The 
notice shall contain: 


“(a) An itemized statement of the 
warehouseman’s claim, showing the sum 
due at the time of the notice and the date 
or dates when it became due. 


“(b) A brief description of the goods 
against which the lien exists. 


““(c) A demand that the amount of the 
claim as stated in the notice, and of 
such further claim as shall accrue, shall 
be paid on or before a day mentioned, not 
less than ten days from the delivery of 
the notice if it is personally delivered, or 
from the time when the notice should 
reach its destination, according to the 
due course of post, if the notice is sent by 
mail, and 

““(d) A statement that unless the claim 
is paid within the time specified the 
goods will be advertised for sale and sold 
by auction at a specified time and place.” 


In accordance with the terms of a no- 
tice so given, a sale of the goods by auc- 
tion may be had to satisfy any valid 
claim of the warehouseman for which he 
has a lien on the goods. The sale shall be 
had in the place whre the lien was ac- 
quired; or, if such place is manifestly 
unsuitable for the purpose, at the near- 
est suitable place. 

After the time for the payment of the 
claim’ specified in the notice to the de- 
positor has elapsed, an advertisement of 
the sale, describing the goods to be sold, 
and stating the name of the owner or 
person on whose uccount the goods are 
held. and the time and place of the sale, 
shall be published once a week for two 
consecutive weeks in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the place where such sale is to 
be held. The sale shall not be held 
earlier than fifteen days from the time 
of the first publication. If there is no 
newspaper published in such place, the 
advertisement shall be posted at least ten 
days before such sale in not fewer than 
six conspicuous locations in that place. 

From the proceeds of such sale the 
warehouseman shall satisfy his lien, in- 
cluding the reasonable charges of notice, 
advertisement and sale. The balance, if 
any, of such proceeds shall be held by the 
warehouseman, and delivered on demand 
to the person to whom he would have 
been bound to deliver or justified in de- 
livering the goods. 

At any time before the goods are so 
sold any person claiming a right of prop- 
erty or possession therein may pay the 
warehouseman the amount necessary to 
satisfy his lien and pay the reasonable 
expenses and liabilities incurred in serv- 
ing notices and advertising and prepar- 
ing for the sale up to the time of such 
payment. The warehouseman shall deliv- 
er the goods to the person making such 
payment if he is a person entitled, under 
the provisions of this Act, to the posses- 
sion of the goods on payment of charges 
thereon. Otherwise the warehouseman 
shall retain possession of the goods ac- 
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cording to the terms of the original con- 
tract of deposit.

Notice: Unless the provisions of the 
statute regarding notice are complied 
with, the sale is invalid. Robinson v. 
Wappans (1901), 34 Misc. 199, 68 N. Y. 
Supp. 815. 

The warehouseman cannot relieve him- 
self from the requirements of the statute 
as to notice by an arbitrary insertion in 
the warehouse receipt of a waiver of 
notice on the part of the owner. Sand v. 
Rosenagel (1903), 40 Misc. 666, 83 N. Y. 
Supp. 255. 

Redemption: The owner may redeem 
the goods stored at any time before sale. 
Beken v. Kingsbury (1906), 113 App. 
Div. 555, 100 N. Y. Supp. 323. 

Liability for Sale without Notice: 
Where a warehouseman who has made 
advances on goods stored with him, and 
who has knowledge of facts sufficient to 
put him on inquiry as to the true owner- 
ship of the goods, sells them at private 
sale without notice, instead of by public 
sale, he is guilty of conversion and liable 
to the owner for their value, less ad- 
vances actually shown to have been 
made. Beken v. Kingsbury (1906), 1138, 
App. Div. 555, 100 N. Y. Supp. 323. 

If you cannot serve notice of sale on 
the party personally, or choose to give 
notice by registered letter, you have the 
right to do so under the above section of 
the law relating to warehousemen. 


Responsibility for Theft 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution & 
4 Warehousing: For the first time 
our warehouse has been burglarized. 
After checking, apparently the only 
things stolen were four sack of sugar, 
belonging to one of the sugar refinery 
companies. 

1. Our problem is, are we liable to our 
clients for this loss? 


2. Should we report the depredation to 
our customer, telling them of the incident 
and suggesting that they charge the 
sugar to our account, provided of course 
such losses are handled this way, either 
as a liability or the loss assumed as a 
matter of business policy? 


3. What is the common custom among 
warehousemen covering losses of this 
kind from theft or burglary?

Answer: The proposition of the re- 
sponsibility of a bailee for hire for the 
loss of goods stored with him was so 
thoroughly discussed in the March issue 
of Distribution & Warehousing, page 31, 
which has been received by you since you 
wrote to this department, that it seems 
unnecessary to go over the matter again 
this month. 

Different policies are pursued by dif- 
ferent warehouses. Where losses are 
small and a customer’s good will is worth 
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while it is not a bad idea to pay quickly 
and cheerfully, even if not legally liable. 
“Bread cast upon the waters,” etc. 
EGAL EDITOR, Distribution €& 
Warehousing: Could you advise us 
as to what the liabilities of warehouse- 
men are in regard to woolens and wors- 
teds which are stored there for future 
instructions? We would appreciate a 
reply to this letter.

Answer: No different than if the goods 
were household furniture, cotton, rice, 
etc., when they are stolen. See answer 
foregoing inquiry from T. W. & S. Co.;

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Charges and Liens 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution & 

Warehousing: We have a case, 
coming up for trial in our District Court, 
in which the plaintiff in the case intends 
to try to prevent our recovering storage 
charges, etc., claiming that such charges 
are inferior to a chattel mortgage lien 
which already existed on the goods when 
they came into storage. 

This represents an interesting ques- 
tion to us, as we have never had this 
come up in one of our Courts before, 
but have always been in position to per- 
suade the party to pay our charges. 

As we recollect it, the warehouse law 
provides that the warehouseman shall 
have a lien, but does not specifically state

that this lien shall be prior to any liens 
already existing on the property when 
it went into storage. 

We are wondering if you have any 
decision that you can refer us to with 
reference to the foregoing. We feel we 
have a rather thin case, but are willing 
to test this out and see just where we 
stand in order that we may know in 
future cases—B-O F. S. Co., Fort 
Worth, Texas. 


Answer: We have no record of any 
Texas case on the point you mention but 
in the absence of a statute to the con- 
trary it is well understood that a mort- 
gage lien under a properly recorded 
mortgage takes priority over a ware- 
houseman’s lien for storage, after the 
recording of the mortgage.

National and Regional Warehousing Topics Are 
Discussed at Pacitic Coast Convention 


BOUT one hundred members of the 

Pacific Coast Furniture Warehouse- 
men’s Association attended the organiza- 
tion’s tenth annual convention, held in 
St. Catherine’s Hotel, Catalina Island, 
Cal., Feb. 19-21. More than forty papers 
were read and considered. Arthur J. 
Gatter, warehouse and storage manager 
of the Birch-Smith Furniture Co., Los 
Angeles, was elected president, and F. M. 
Brock of the Brock Van & Storage Co., 
Los Angeles, secretary. Announcement 
regarding the election of officers and a 
brief summary of the convention were 
published in the March issue of Dis- 
tribution & Warehousing. A more de- 
tailed report is set down herewith: 

Methods of operation was stressed as 
the most important topic, with cost find- 
ing, insurance, legislation, reciprocal re- 
lations, trucks and their operation, long 
distahce and inter-city removals and 
traffic problems being among other topics 
discussed. 

W. G. Dickinson, Seattle, retiring 
president, in his report indicated that 
the warehousemen of Washington seemed 
to prefer their own State organization 
and that the Oregon State association 
was gradually developing, and that, as 
the northern division of the Pacific Coast 
association was not growing rapidly, 
there were indications that the ware- 
housemen of these two States would con- 
centrate on their own State activities, 
leaving the Pacific Coast body largely to 
the care of California warehousemen. 
Mr. Dickinson continued: 

“Conditions in the Seattle district are 
favorable for 1925, with many more 
people coming in than going out. In 
fact, the entire Pacific Northwest is de- 
veloping rapidly and the business of 
furniture moving and warehousing 
shows a steady improvement, with every 
prospect of even better conditions during 
this year.” 

The report read on behalf of Reed J. 
Bekins, San Francisco, as vice-president 
of the central division, showed that while 
general conditions had been below par 
in 1924, due to the drouth, the hoof-and- 





mouth disease and other conditions, a 
general improvement was beginning to 
appear in 1925. He wrote: 

“There is plenty of space available in 
the central ‘district. New plants, and 
additions to others already established, 
are being started in San Francisco and 
Palo Alto. Wages are steady, but high, 
though labor is abundant. Experienced 
packers are scarce, and I would suggest 
that it might be a fruitful idea if the 
furniture warehousemen would start a

sort of training school for packers, so 
as to insure an adequate supply of com- 
petent labor in this department.” 

F. C. Warren, Sacramento, reported 
that the heavy rainfall already had had 
a noticeable effect in improving business 
of all kinds. He looked forward to this 
year as better than either 1923 or 1924 
in his district. 

Rodney Sprigg, Hollywood, retiring 
secretary, reported that the membership 
had increased from 90 to 95 firms during 
the past year, with two applications 
pending. He added: 


“We are on our toes prepared to meet 
and combat inimical and unjust legisla- 
tion. Prospects for the coming year are 
bright throughout the territory in which 
the Coast association operates.” 

The committee on the constitution re- 
ported that the constitution as drawn up 
had been adopted by the central and 
southern divisions and all that remained 
was for the convention to ratify the 
document. W. E. Brock, Glendale, Cal., 
chairman of the committee, explained 
that the constitution was designed to 
permit greater advancement and expan- 
sion than hitherto and to provide for 
the auditing of all accounts and for the 
bonding of the treasurer. On motion 
the constitution was adopted. 

H. B. Lyon, Oakland, chairman of the 
insurance committee, said his committee 
was divided between insurance offered 
by the State and that offered by a pri- 
vate company. It was suggested the 
matter be held up for further discussion, 
but Mr. Lyon said the association’s duty 
was to accept or reject the report. A 
motion to accept was lost on standing 
vote. On motion by E. B. Gould, San 
Diego, president of the National Furni- 
ture Warehousemen’s Association, the 
subject was laid over to be reconsidered. 

The subject of advertising and pub- 
licity was taken up, with Milo W. Bekins, 
Los Angeles, replying to the question 
“What Is the Best Medium of Adver- 
tising for the Moving and Storage In- 
dustry?” He said in part: 

“The answer is contained in two 
words, and I do not believe, after giving 
the matter thought, that any one of you 
wiil disagree with me. The best medium 
of advertising is the ‘satisfied customer.’ 
My reasons for classifying the satisfied 
customer at the head of the list are: 

“First—word-of-mouth advertising is 
always more effective than the printed 
advertisement. 

“Second—this class of advertising costs 
you litfle in dollars and cents. It de- 
pends upon the efforts of those in your 
organization. 

“Third—satisfied customer advertising

is effective because it is not quickly for- 
gotten. 

“When you have a customer who has 
a complaint due to the fact that he feels 
he has been overcharged on his bill or 
that damage has occurred to his furni- 
ture—here is the real opportunity to 
make a satisfied customer. 

“Along this line, allow me to read a 
bulletin recently issued to each of our 
offices, which will show you how we 
feel: 

“<Tf your office had $500 additional 
to spend during the year of 1925 in 
making adjustments for damages and 
repairs or refunds on overcharges, what 
claims would you allow that you now 
refuse? | 

““We have arranged to reduce your 
advertising appropriation $500 and use 
this amount in making policy adjust- 
ments of various kinds with customers. 
It is my belief we will get splendid re- 
turns by being a little more liberal and 
by giving more prompt settlements with 
our customers. I would like to have you 
give the following suggestions some 
thought: 


“1. View the complaint from the cus- 
tomer’s side, ignoring your own. 

“«2. Settle on the basis of justice 
rather than demand. 

“<3. Do not absolutely turn down a 
complaint until it has been passed upon 
by the one highest in authority. 

“4. Go out of your way to make 
immediate refunds for overcharges be- 
fore the customer has complained, if 
possible. 

“ «5. When making a settlement with 
a customer of a claim, agree with him 
that we may have been wrong and settle 
with a smile. Remember the manner in 
which the settlement is made is more 
important than all other points. 


“*You must give as much thought to 
the settlement of claims as to the secur- 
ing of business. One is just as impor- 
tant as the other, and, in fact, prompt

settlement of claims leads to much new 
business.’ 


“In order to classify other mediums, 
I will explain my views. The medium 
which will bring most results is the one 
that actually goes into the home. Dif- 
ferent circumstances in each town gov- 
ern this factor more or less. In certain 
localities it might be advisable to send 
out printed circulars. In other cases a 
city map would be a good medium. Cal- 
endars would be good if you could get 
them into the home. In larger cities 
magazines of large circulation, or news- 
papers, are effective, especially where 
the population is changing rapidly.. 
Novelties I do not believe are effective, 
mainly because of the cost and the diffi- 
culty in obtaining proper circulation. 


Pleasing the Customer 


Regarding the amount to be expended 
in advertising, I believe each company 
should set aside at the beginning of each 
year a budget for advertising. This 
budget should be fixed on an estimated 
gross revenue, depending somewhat on 
the volume of business for the previous 
year. We use a percentage in figuring 
this budget and set aside a maximum of 
4 per cent. 

“By. using this method you will find 
that your advertising budget is not con- 
sidered as a certain amount of money 
thrown away, but is considered as an 
investment, and that is, after all, what 
advertising really amounts to.” 

J. O. Smith, Los Angeles, presented 
a paper on “What Makes a Satisfied 
Customer?” in which he said in part: 

“The satisfied customer is made when 
the warehouseman has done all that 
he promised and more than the customer 
expected. It costs less for us to do this, 
and to keep ourselves constantly pre- 
pared to do it. It relieves the customer 
from worry and it sustains the integrity 
of the firm and of the industry. We

must keep faith with our customers, and 
in order to keep faith with them we 
must be strong all through. We must 
avoid the ‘over-promising solicitor,’ in- 
different telephone girls, discourteous 
truck men, bad packers, employees of 
uncouth or slovenly appearance, office 
help that adopts an air of superiority 
to the customer. We must develop 
courtesy, promptness, responsible ser- 
vice, and we must always be ready for 
open discussion with the customer as to 
the best way of serving him.” 


On motion of H. M. Burgeson, Los 
Angeles, the papers by Mr. Bekins and 
Mr. Smith are to be summarized and 
printed for distribution. 


J. R. Zimmerman, Long Beach, Cal., 
discussed “Effect of Appearance of Office 
and Building on the General Public,” 
saying in part: 

“A good external appearance is essen- 
tial to the buildings which house the in- 
dustry, this exterior so often represents 
the character and the quality of the 
business done inside. Display creates 
desire and makes the sale easier in all 
lines of merchandising. Furniture ware- 
housemen have only two things to sell: 
first, service, and second, storage. We 
should make both just as attractive as 
possible. Furthermore, 90 per cent of 
our dealings are with women, and with 
them attractiveness is a very large con- 
sideration. Therefore the building, out- 
side and inside, the offices, and even the 
store rooms, should be as attractive as 
it is possible to make them and spot- 
lessly clean. It is easier to attract a 
new customer, keep a customer satisfied, 
or settle with one who is not satisfied, 
in a well-decorated, well-furnished, at- 
tractive room than it is in any other. 

“For the front of the building I would 
suggest glazed white terra-cotta, with 
the inside done in clean plastering and 
cane-stone. Each building should be 
decorated according to itself, however, 
just as each building should be erected

with due consideration for the demands 
and limitations of the site on which it 
stands. Attractiveness is a marketable 
product which the furniture warehouse- 
man can sell at a high price; it pays 
well to keep it always in stock.” 

In the discussion following this paper 
it was found that, on actual figures, the 
interest on the money invested in decora- 
tions of a large warehouse in Oakland 
was less than the cost of one good bill- 
board. It was further brought out that 
an attractive building obtains publicity 
for the owner. In one city in California, 
where residence owners objected to the 
erection of a furniture warehouse in 
their section, the warehouse was built 
with full consideration of the designs 
of surrounding residences and the de- 
mands of the landscape. So success- 
fully was this accomplished that the resi- 
dence owners raised the prices on their 
properties because of the addition which 
the warehouse made to the dignity and 
beauty of the neighborhood. 

“A furniture warehouse, properly 
built and decorated,” said H. M. Burge- 
son, “can be, and frequently has been, 
made an ornament to a residential dis- 
trict. All of our warehouses in these 
districts should be built in this manner. 
Beyond this, we must see to it that the 
conduct and appearance of our men is 
such as to detract nothing from the 
neighborhood. <A well-kept office acts as 
a salesman, silent, but always on the 
job, always effective, costing little. The 
battle is 75 per cent won if the ware- 
houseman can induce the customer to 
enter a well-appointed, clean, attractive 
office.” 

J. A. Horrell, Jr., Long Beach, pre- 
sented a paper on “How Does News- 
paper Advertising Affect Our Business?” 
He said in part: 

“Newspaper advertising is the real 
publicity which brings the name of the 
furniture warehouseman before’ the 
greatest number of possible customers, 
and keeps it there. Its disadvantage is 
its cost. Advertising by stores which 
have merchandise to sell is rather differ- 
ent from advertising by furniture ware- 
housemen who have only service and 
storage to sell. The advertisement is 
an investment, but it must be followed 
up continuously and persistently if it is 
to accomplish anything. We cannot 
offer ‘bargains’ as the stores do, but 
we must give the maximum service at 
the minimum cost every day in the year. 
The more advertising each individual 
warehouseman does—if it is rightly di- 
rected—benefits not only him, but the 
entire industry.” 


Billboard Advertising 


General opinion seemed to be that 
novelty advertising was good only in 
some rare and specific instances, while 
billboard advertising usually was pro- 
ductive of favorable results, following a 
paper read for Merle E. Turner, Los 
Angeles, entitled “Is a Novelty a Suc- 
cessful Business Getter? Does Billboard 
Advertising Bring Results?” On the 
first half of this subject Mr. Turner 
brought out that there were two kinds 
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of novelties—the cheap, meant to be 
given to everyone, and the expensive, to 
be given away carefully. 

“The first,” said Mr. Turner, “is not 
permanent and both the gift and the 
giver are soon forgotten; the second is 
given only to special customers and is 
easily traced as to results, yet we do 
not find that it brings any increase in 
business. There seems to be little or no 
way in which a novelty can be con- 
nected permanently with warehousing, 
storage or moving. 


Consider the Landscape 


“The possibilities of billboard adver- 
tising are limited only by the originality 
and cleverness of the advertiser and the 
amount of money devoted to the purchas- 
ing of such space. But in putting out 
billboards we should be very careful, 
first, that we beautify the landscape, 
rather than mar it; second, that our dis- 
play is artistic; and third, that our bill- 
boards are confined largely to rural and 
suburban sections, rather than to the 
congested districts of the cities. Pic- 
tures are more effective than words in 
billboard advertising. The entire mes- 
sage of the billboard, in this day of fast 
automobile travel, must be taken in at 
a glance. There is no time to read a 
long-winded statement. Colors, either 
singly or blended, are important, because 
thev first attract attention and longest 
hold interest. In the printed word, short, 
easily remembered, forcible slogans are 
best. 

“The cost of billboard advertising is 
about 20 cents ver thousand of circula- 
tion. It serves local, State and national 
business and is one of the principal 
business-getters of our industry. In 
building effectiveness in billboard adver- 
tising, as well as in all other advertis- 
ing. the familiarization of the public 
with the name of the firm is the all- 
important result to seek.” 

H. R. Sutton, Pasadena, in a paper, 
“How Can Our Vans_ Advertise?” 
brought out the following points: 

1. A van can advertise effectively only 
if it is in the best of condition. 

2. A broken down, dirty, poorly painted 
van is a handicav to a warehouseman. 

3. Quiet colors. brilliant but not flashy, 
and paint of the best quality are most 
effective. 

4. The shabby vehicle detracts from 
the sale of service. no matter how good 
that service actually is. 

5. The driver and his helper must be 
clean, neat, courteous and must refrain 
from profanity and vulgarity of any 
kind. 

6. Service given by such vans and such 
men will be remembered long after the 
price is forgotten. 

7. Uniforms are excellent advertise- 
ments, and some firms make it a practice 
to give their men their first uniform 
and thereafter pay for the washing and 
cleaning of this uniform. 

8. Men on the van have the greatest 
influence of all the warehouse employees 
with the customer because of their con- 
stant and close contact with the public. 

9. A van, moving all the time, is better 
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than the best billboard in advertising 
results, because it carries the business to 
the public. 

10. The best form of advertising on 
the van is the firm name, telephone num- 
ber and address, with possibly a simple, 
easily remembered slogan. 

“Advertising and Publicity Through 
Employees—Office Men, Warehousemen, 
Drivers and Solicitors” was discussed in 
a paper by H. B. Lyon, Oakland, who 
said in part: 

“Every employee of a warehouse is 
an advertisement of that warehouse. 
Employees should attract and hold favor- 
able attention for their employer. There 
are two kinds of advertising, general and 
firm, and every employee should be a 
distributor of both. Behind the counter 
we should have courtesy, a knowledge 
of the business and an appreciation of 
the customer. These conditions apply 
to the solicitor, who also must carry 
a smile. We must have confidence on 
the van and care and patience in the 
warehouse.” 

The first paper on legislation was by 
H. C. Samuels, Berkeley, who discussed 
the problem of how the warehouseman 
may protect himself from laws that ap- 
pear to be detrimental to his business. 
He said in part: 

“The warehouseman must first gather 
and maintain the good will of the people 
and of the legislators in his district. He 
must give the best possible service to 
all the people, whether the customer 
stores a trunk for a month or a house 
full of furniture for five years. He 
must limit his business to the storage 
of household furniture. He must take 
part in politics to the extent that he 
assists in the selection of good men for 
office, and supports them after they are 
elected. The strength of the association 
should be so developed that it may be 
a factor in the nomination and election 
of good men to the Legislature and to 
other public offices.” 


Should Originate Laws 


John R. Driver, Berkeley, leading the 
ensuing discussion, said: 

“We cannot be contented merely to 
oppose bad laws. We must originate 
and outline, support and put through 
good laws before the bad ones can be 
passed. We should become personally 
acquainted with the legislators hailing 
from our districts, and we should go to 
them with these laws, fair to the public 
and to the warehousemen, protective 
alike to consumer and to industry; we 
should present to them these laws, 
written and prepared for the best inter- 
ests of people and business, and show 
them logically and honestly that they 
are the best possible laws, prepared by 
men who understand the industry which 
is to be made the subject of legislation. 
It is not enough that we defeat bad 
laws; we must originate good laws. It 
is not sufficient that we keep bad and 
incompetent men out of our Legis- 
latures; it is essential that we send good 
men to our Legislatures before the bad 
ones can get there.” 

Judson M. Davis, Los Angeles, said:

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“Detrimental laws are working under 
the uniform warehouse receipts Act, 
and this Act could be improved a great 
deal. The National Furniture Ware- 
housemen’s Association seems disposed 
to let this Act alone, however, or to 
improve it through the work of the 
committee on uniform laws, so there 
seems to be little that the State or 
regional associations can do just at 
present.” 

Mr. Davis discussed bills affecting the 
industry and pending in the California 
State Legislature, saying: 


Proposed Gas Tax 


“No bills directly applying to the 
furniture warehousing industry are now 
before the California State Legislature, 
but, in 1923, an amendment to the uni- 
form warehouse receipt Act was 
adopted, apparently supported by the 
general warehousemen. It does not 
vitally concern furniture warehousemen. 
At the same session, however, a law was 
passed putting a 4 per cent tax on the 
gross revenue to motor trucks and motor 
buses which was beaten in the Superior 
Court of Fresno County and is now be- 
fore the State Supreme Court on appeal. 

“A measure coming up in the next 
session of the Legislature is of great 
importance to furniture warehousemen, 
however, and that is the project to in- 
crease the tax on gasoline, which is now 
two cents a gallon. One of these bills 
proposes to raise this tax to three cents 
and the other to four cents. There is 
wide opposition to this increase and the 
warehousemen are a considerable factor 
in this opposition. 

“One of the most important pieces of 
legislation to be considered by furniture 
warehousemen is that affecting their 
liability in case of fire. It is held under 
the present law that the owner of fur- 
niture burned does not have to prove 
negligence on the part of the warehouse- 
man. All the owner has to do is demand 
delivery, and then the warehouseman 
must prove that there was no negligence 
on his part in the fire or its results. 
This is very important; more impor- 
tant, indeed, than the priority of mort- 
gagee liens, because at any moment it 
may bring large loss, even ruinous loss, 
to any of us. The Texas State Supreme 
Court has held in a recent decision that 
the warehouse company cannot be held 
liable for loss by fire unless negligence 
on its part is proved as the cause of the 
damage. This seems to be directly 
opposite to the condition under the law 
as I first mentioned it, and it probably 
will not be settled until it has been 
threshed out before the United States 
Supreme Court. This tribunal has held, 
in the ‘Michigan Case,’ January, 1925, 
that it is beyond the power of the State 
to convert the property of private corpo- 
rations to public uses.” 

J. F. Vizzard, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Truck Owners’ Association, in a 
paper “Legislation Affecting the Truck- 
ing Industry,” supported Mr. Davis’ 
statements, adding: 

‘“‘We are in the era of increasing costs 
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of government. The Panama Canal cost 
approximately $475,000,000, but Cali- 
fornia alone in the past decade has 
invested half as much in roads. The 
commercial vehicle operator, and the 
furniture warehouseman, as well as the 
general warehouseman, is vitally inter- 
ested in the manner in which this money 
is being raised and how it is being 
expended. 

“It is planned to get money for high- 
way construction in the future by two 
methods: First, by adding one cent to 
the gasoline tax, which would yield 
$24,000,000 a year the first year it is 
applied; and, second, by increasing the 
registration fee from $3 to $5, which 
would yield $3,000,000 more in the first 
year, or a total of $27,000,000 from 
these two sources alone. Altogether 
aside from the obvious fact that the 
property-owner along the _ highway 
benefits from that highway just as well 
as the automobile, truck or bus owner 
does, these two schemes touch truck 
operators directly in weight fee and tax. 
Under these bills, aside from this fea- 
ture. the man owning a motor truck but 
not hauling for hire is eliminated from 
the fee increase; yet he is the largest 
user of the highway. 

““A Senate bill provides for the licens- 
ing of automobile mechanics. This may 
produce—or may not—better mechanics, 
but it probably also would increase 
very materially the wages the ware- 
houseman and the truck operator will 
have to pay them. Still another measure 
proposes to put a governor on the engine 
of every truck and bus. 


Favorable Measures 


“There are, however, several bills 
favorable to the trucking industry, and, 
indirectly, to the business of warehous- 
ing, both general and household goods. 
These, briefly stated are (1) putting all 
hauling under control of the California 
State Railroad Commission; (2) limit- 
ing the liability on baggage to $100 
on a trunk, and $50 on a suitcase; (3) 
pro-rating the annual tax on motor 
vehicles, so that a man buying a car 
would have to pay only that portion of 
the tax due up to ‘tax day’ in the suc- 
ceeding March, instead of a full year as 
now; (4) providing for the examination 
and licensing of drivers; (5) limiting 
the liability for injury to persons by 
motor trucks; (6) forbidding the motor- 
ist to pick up minors along the high- 
ways and give them rides; (7) instruct- 
ing pedestrians to walk on the left hand 
side of the highway in the direction in 
which they are going; (8) requiring all 
carriers to carry first-aid kits; (9) 
compelling all bicycles to be equipped 
with lights in front and behind, and 
putting them in the class of other 
vehicles on the highway. There are 
also three liability bills in the legis- 
lature, as well as sixteen other measures 
affecting the industry, seven in the 
Assembly and nine in the Senate. Let 
us hope that no more will be intro- 
duced!” 


Discussion showed that legislation 
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inimical to the industry was “in the 
air,’ and it was urged as of the utmost 
importance that a working committee 
with members in all parts of the State 
be formed immediately to establish and 
maintain a favorable sentiment for truck 
operators and warehousemen. It was 
suggested that there was too little inter- 
est in legislation throughout the furni- 
ture warehousing industry, and that the 
best method of operation was to get in 
communication with the political 
“bosses” who control the legislators and 
obtain their understanding of and in- 
fluence for measures fair to ware- 
housing. 


State Regulation 


C. J. Neal of Los Angeles, brought up 
the question of control of all carriers 
by the State Railroad Commissions and 
expressed the belief that all States soon 
would adopt this system. 

Mr. Vizzard stated that a bill had 
been introduced in the California Legis- 
lature providing that no new commercial 
warehouse can be built without per- 
mission of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, and said that this was hailed in 
some quarters as a “monopolistic 
action.” It was brought out, however, 
that the measure has the support of 
the commercial warehousemen of the 
State, and probably is a move for the 
benefit of the industry. A. J. Becker, 
San Francisco, in a paper on the law 
governing sales of unclaimed furniture, 
conduct of such sales, and the best time 
to hold them, said in part: 

“One of the most important features 
of the sale of unclaimed goods is the 
legal notice of that sale. This notice 
should contain four points: First, an 
itemized statement of the charges and 
claims; second, a detailed description of 
the goods; third, a demand for payment 
of the claim ten days or more in the 
future; and, fourth, a warning of the 
sale, its time and place. This notice 
should be sent by registered mail to the 
last known address of the owner of the 
goods, or, if more than one address is 
available, to all the known addresses. A 
warning letter should be sent out 60 
days in advance of the sale, and the legal 
notice 30 days in advance of it. 


“Advertisement of the sale should con- 
tain a description of the goods, and the 
name of the owner. This advertisement 
must be published at least once a week 
for two weeks. The goods should be 
sold by the piece and not by the lot. The 
place of sale should be in the warehouse 
where they have been held, and the ware- 
houseman himself shoud not bid in the 
goods. The general term ‘Household 
Goods’ is held to cover all goods stored. 
It is the custom among the majority of 
warehousemen to hold stored goods until 
the amount due equals the estimated, or 
stated, value of the goods.” 

After some discussion it was agreed 
that in cases in which the charges do not 
equal the value of the goods, it is better 
to sell all the goods and depoSit the bal- 
ance in the bank to the ¢redit of the 
owner, than to sell part of the goods for 
sufficient money merely to satisfy the

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charges. Experiences of several mem- 
bers indicated that this action is legal. 
Mr. Neal stated that his company, in 
Cleveland, had made it a practice to open 
every package held for charges, and sell 
the contents piece by piece, the small 
stuff first, discontinuing the sale of that 
lot when charges and cost of sale had 
been realized. The remainder of the 
goods were then put back into storage 
for the customer. 

E. B. Gould, San Diego, spoke on 
“What Offices Are Essential in a Well- 
Equipped Storage Organization,” outlin- 
ing the need for and characteristics of 
competent telephone operators, solicitors, 
drivers, helpers, bookkeepers, cashiers, 
claim adjusters, traffic men, stenog- 
raphers, warehouse foremen, and, lastly, 
the manager, who must be a combination 
of the capabilities of all of these. “By 
the combined action of all these,” said 
Mr. Gould, “service can be delivered to 
the customer for which the customer will 
pay cheerfully.” 

J. M. Davis read a paper on “Reducing 
Expenses,” and in the discussion it was 
brought out that this is almost entirely 
a local problem, in which local conditions 
must be met as they arise. It was the 
majority opinion of the meeting, how- 
ever, that bookkeeping machines were of 
material aid in reducing expenses. 

Grant Orth, Pasadena, led the discus- 
sion on the handling of collections, and 
the general opinion was that billing in 
advance speeded up collections better 
than billing at the end of the month, 
though some put out bills every three 
months of the customer’s account, thus 
keeping bills going out every day, and, 
correspondingly, money coming in every 
day. No definite method was decided on 
for collections. 

“Distribution of the Overhead” was 
presented in a paper by C. A. Reinhart, 
Hollywood. One of the difficulties set 
forth in this paper was that of defining 
“overhead,” and Mr. Reinhart recognized 
this when he said: 


Prorating Overhead 


“Overhead is largely a matter of per- 
sonal opinion, but we think it covers at 
least three divisions, storage, cartage 
and packing, and the expenses are al- 
located on these in proportion to returns. 
The direct charges are commissions, la- 
bor, packing materials, truck expenses, 
claims, insurance, and office hours. 

“We prorate our overhead for taxes 
and warehouse expenses, on a basis of 
floor space; for salaries, on a basis of 
time; for advertising, depreciation, auto 
expenses, general expenses, office ex- 
penses, insurance, etc., on a basis of 
gross revenue. We thus are enabled to 
make the monthly statement, of which 
the above table is an example.” 

In the discussion which followed, 
“overhead” was defined as “any cost 
which cannot be charged to any one de- 
partment,” and this definition seemed to 
be acceptable to the majority of the dele- 
gates. 

Charles G. Munson, Los Angeles, pre- 
sented a paper on the amount of avail- 
able space for merchandise storage now 
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as compared with five years ago in rela- 
tion to the population of Los Angeles. 
While this paper was largely of local 
interest, it showed that there was today 
enough available space to supply Los 
Angeles, at its average rate of growth, 
for the next five years. There are about 
854,000 sq. ft. now vacant in that city. 

The report of the insurance committee, 
recommending the adoption of the Fel- 
lowes Plan, was then read by H. B. Lyon, 
chairman of the committee, and adopted 
as presented. 


Transit Insurance 


Merle Turner, Los Angeles, in a paper 
on the sale of transit insurance said in 
part: 

“Transit insurance covers the _ ship- 
ment from the shipper to the consumer, 
from warehouse to warehouse, and guar- 
antees reimbursement within 30 days. It 
is an absolute necessity that we insist 
that the customer carry it, and it is as 
essential on shipments by water as by 
rail. The time to approach the customer 
is at the time of placing the goods in the 
warehouse. It is particularly important 
in pool car shipping, where the valuation 
is only 10 cents per pound. We are 
justified in pushing the sale of this in- 
surance because it is the best protection 
and most customers do not know of it.” 


Discussion developed opinion that in 
marine shipments the shipper was re- 
sponsible for his share of the cargo and 
of the ship, in case of loss. It was 
brought out that the majority of the 
P. C. F. W. A. members were selling 
transit insurance, and also that the ma- 
jority handled the Cass and Johansing 
policy. Limits on public liability were 
discussed in a paper written by Ray C. 
Chapin, Portland, Ore., and read by the 
secretary. This paper and discussion 
brought out the facts that, after all is 
said and done, most of the result of pub- 
lic liability lies with the opinion of the 
jury, and that liability limits have more 
than doubled in the past ten years. The 
consensus of opinion was that $10,000 to 
$20,000 protection was enough for the 
average warehouseman, with $20,000 to 
$40,000 for the larger firms. Installa- 
tion of governors on trucks was stressed 
as one means of reducing the probability 
of accidents. 

H. B. Lyon, Oakland, in a paper on the 
lowering of the cost of compensation in- 
surance, said it could be reduced in two 
ways—by the combined effort of the as- 
sociation, and by the individual effort of 
each warehouse operator. In the first 
method, he urged the using of the united 
purchasing power of the association to 
lower the cost. In the second he said: 


“Each warehouse company should help 
the insurance company to keep down the 
costs, the bills. We should teach safety 
first, put on safety devices, investigate 
the physical as well as the mental fitness 
of new help, employ a capable and hon- 
est doctor, watch all claims to see that 
they are fair and honest, and check every 
individual case carefully.” 

Homer Duffey, Santa Barbara, read a 
paper on fires in warehouses, in which 
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he approved the sprinkling system if 
properly installed and frequently in- 
spected, with the alternative of a report- 
ing system, though both were not nec- 
essary in the same warehouse. He 
stressed the fact that in case of fire 
the warehouseman would be compelled 
to pay damages if he could not prove 
that he was not responsible for the fire, 
and that the fire was not due to his neg- 
ligence. 

“Should Full Coverage Be Carried on 
Trucks?” was answered in a paper by 
John R. Driver, Berkeley, in which the 
former president of the P. C. F. W. A. 
said in part: 

“Full coverage on trucks is of vital 
importance to the warehouseman, though 
rates are going up, and apparently are 
on their way out of sight. So far as 
I know there has been only one organized 
effort to solve the problem of truck cov- 
erage and truck-coverage rates, and that 
was by one firm which guaranteed the 
insurance on 135 trucks to one insurance 
company, thereby reducing the _ cost 
$4 to $6 on each truck. There are sev- 
eral reasons for which full coverage 
should be carried. Among them are (1) 
the human element with its everlasting 
willingness to collect damages wherever 
and whenever possible; (2) actual prop- 
erty damage, often heavier than fire; 
(3) damage by fire, into which no hu- 
man element enters; (4) theft, not so 
necessary, as there is comparatively lit- 
tle risk; (5) cargo insurance, which the 
human element makes necessary; (6) 
collision, not so important, because of 
comparatively little hazard in crashes, 
though there is a hazard in the danger 
of collisions of trucks with trains and 
street cars. The rate in this last de- 
partment, however, is well-nigh prohibi- 
tive and the protection not so necessary.” 

Discussion brought out that few of 
the members carried collision insurance, 
and still fewer truck theft insurance. Be- 
yond this, it was stated that the enor- 
mous number of small claims made col- 
lision insurance rates very high. 

One of the most interesting papers 
presented was by W. E. Brock on the 
subject “What Should Be Our Relation 
to Our Fellow Member” and kindred 
subjects.—H. H. Dunn.

Moving Rates Increased 


i eeetetige cooperation between the 
* Kansas City Warehousemen’s Associ- 
ation and the Kansas City Furniture 
Movers’ Association the rates for house- 
hold goods and other moving have been 
raised fifty cents an hour to a minimum 
of $3 an hour for any truck and drivers. 
Helpers are charged at $1 an hour. All 
moving is on the hourly basis, and all 
packing on the time and material basis. 
Estimates are given when requested but 
these are gradually being eliminated. 

There has been considerable progress 
in the direction of elimination of solici- 
tation. One important step has been 
the discontinuance, by several firms, of 
the practice of using removal lists sup- 
plied by utility concerns. When these 
means of getting business were used by 
several warehouse companies it was the 
experience that from four to six solicit- 
ors appeared seeking each job, and the 
tendency was to bid on the price basis, 
the element of service being minimized. 
With the withdrawal of solicitors an in- 
crease in local advertising is being 
planned by several warehouse firms, to 
attract voluntary business. 

Under a recent city ordinance transfer 
companies must obtain licenses which 
require that all such companies must 
have legitimate places of business each 
with telephone and with name and ad- 
dress on trucks. The coal and feed 
credit associations are cooperating with 
the warehousemen and movers in the 


enforcement of this law.

New Jersey Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Assoc. 
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Rearranging Dues 


A7HEN the New Jersey Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association holds 
its April meeting the members will vote 
on a proposed constitutional amendment 
which, prepared by the 1925 board of di- 
rectors, reads as follows: 
“The annual dues of active members 
beginning with the year 1925 shall be 
divided into two classes as follows: 
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“Those having a space of 25,000 
square feet or under devoted to storage 
of household goods shall pay $25 per 
year. 

“Those having a space of over 25,000 
square feet devoted to storage of house- 
hold goods shall pay $50 a year. 

“No indebtedness shall be incurred 
beyond the annual revenue of the associ- 
ation. Any member elected after the 
expiration of the first six months of any 
fiscal year shall be charged with one- 
half of the amount for that year.” 

The only effect of this change would 
be to increase the present rate of the 
larger member companies. The direc- 
tors decided that, while there was no 
immediate need for a large outlay of 
money, some situation might arise which 
would warrant special expenditure, and 
at the same time the costs of meetings, 
printing, postage, secretarial work, etc., 
have been increasing. 3 

The directors adopted a code of ethics 
similar to that of the National Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association. 

The March meeting was held on the 
18th in the new building of the Eldredge 
Express & Storage Warehouse Co., 
Atlantic City. Willard Eldredge, presi- 
dent of the company and president of the 
New Jersey association, was the host 
at a dinner held subsequently at the 
warehouse.

oo city of Norfolk, Va., after a no- 
table career of municipal terminal 
operation, may shortly go out of the 
terminal business definitely. If the 
United States Shipping Board accepts 
the bid, entered March 10, by the Atlan- 
tic Tidewater Terminals Corp. for the 
lease of the Norfolk Army Supply Base, 
the city will lease its own terminals to 
the same corporation and then be free 
of operations. 

The city has operated the Army Base 
piers and warehouses as a municipal 
proposition since the end of the war in 
1918. The property consists of two 
1200-foot covered piers and 10 perma- 
nent warehouses, with a number of other 
properties of the kind. Meanwhile the 
city has built its own terminals, one 
1200-foot pier and warehouse, in addi- 
tion to its grain elevator, now under 
lease to the Grain Marketing Corp. 

The Norfolk Warehouse Corp. sub- 
mitted a bid to the Shipping Board for 
the Army Base lease, offering $42,500 a 
year flat rental. The Atlantic Tidewater 
Terminals Corp., which operates the 
Philadelphia Army Base, offered 66 2/3 
per cent of the net revenue, and the city 
of Norfolk bid a certain percentage of 
gross receipts according to commodities, 
being estimated at about $60,000 a year. 
The lessee will be required to maintain 
the property. 

Before the bids were entered the city 
agreed tentatively with the Atlantic 
Terminals to lease to it the city termi- 
nals at Sewells Point if the Shipping 
Board lease for the Army Base could be 
negotiated. The Shipping Board re- 
served time to study the bids. 

The Norfolk terminals have been 
turned over to the city complete by the 
contractors, at a total cost of $4,627,000. 

It*has been agreed that the two termi- 
nals could not be operated satisfactorily 
if operated separately, and the city fa- 
vors the private lease to allow the ter- 
minals to be operated jointly. Some of 
the business of the Army Base has al- 
ready been transferred by the city to its 
own terminals, insofar as space at the 
latter was available for the character of 
commodities stored at the Army Base. 

The city’s venture into terminal op- 
eration was the first local venture of its 
kind. Its prime purpose was to build 
new terminals to handle increased traf- 
fic through the port, and then to lease 
them to private operation. 


In the Public Eye 


A sketch, illustrated with portrait, of 
the career of Elmer Erickson, vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Midland Warehouse & Transfer Co., 
Chicago, appears in a recent issue of 
Chicago’s Central Manufacturing Dis- 
trict Magazine.

New Oregon Truck Tax 


Under a law enacted by the Oregon 
Legislature trucks operated as common 
carriers must pay 1 mill per ton capacity 
multiplied by the number of miles trav- 
eled, as compensation for the use of the 
State’s highways. Weight limit allowed 
trucks is cut from 22,000 to 18,000 
pounds. The Public Service Commission 
fee of $10 and the 50 cent tire tax are 
eliminated. Authority is given to the 
Commission to establish minimum rates 
for trucks. 











A SHIP BECOMES A 
WAREHOUSE 


oe first warehouse on _ the 
property of the Peninsula Ter- 
minal Co.’s property at Miami, 
Fla., will be a concrete steamship. 
The vessel, constructed during the 
war by the United States Shipping 
Board, was beached a year ago on 
the terminal company’s island 
project at Miami Beach. It is not 
to be used for the storage of oil, 
for which it has a capacity of 1,- 
250,000 gallons. The ship’s cabins 
will be converted into offices for 
the terminal company. 








Gets Insurance Rate Lowered 


When the warehouse of Herrin Trans- 
fer & Warehouse Co., Inc., Shreveport, 
La., was completed recently the Louisi- 
ana Insurance Bureau promulgated a 
rate of 64.6 cents per $100 per year on 
the contents. Contending that this was 
all out of proportion to rates on other 
buildings of like construction, the Herrin 
company, in cooperation with several of 
Shreveport’s leading insurance concerns, 
went to the Bureau and succeeded in 
having the rate decreased to 48.8 cents. 
The Herrin company believed that even 
this was too high and further negotia- 
tions, according to announcement by J. 
R. Herrin, secretary, have brought the 
rate down to 43 cents. 


New Republic Model 


The Republic Motor Truck Co., Inc., 
Alma, Mich., announces a new model, 
No. 19, third series, of 3-ton capacity. 
Possessing improvements in design and 
construction, it supplants Model 19, sec- 
ond series.

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CADDO CO. COMPLETES 
AN 8-STORY WAREHOUSE 


r = eizht-story fireproof warehouse 
of the Caddo Transfer & Warehouse 
Co., Shreveport, La., will be completed 
in April. Containing 60,000 square feet 
of floor space, it will be used for mer- 
chandise and household goods storage. 

Features include security vaults for 
silverware, cut glass and other valu- 
ables; cedar moth-proof rooms for car- 
pets and rugs; individual compartments 
for household furnishings; rooms for 
storing pianos, and cold storage space 
for furs. 

Representing an investment of ap- 
proximately $250,000, the building 
stands on Southern Avenue at Jacobs 
Street. The exterior is of mingled red 
tapestry brick trimmed with white 
glazed terra cotta. An automatic sprin- 
kler system will be supplied both by the 
city water main and a 20,000-gallon tank 
located on the roof. 

Adjacent to the first floor general offi- 
ces will be a store, 20 by 100 feet, which 
may be used as a second hand store 
where articles left in storage longer 
than a specified length of time would be 
disposed of to the public to cover ac- 
crued charges.
